ministries. 


Municipalities, boards and commissions are strongly urged to 
consult with the appropriate government ministry before 
undertaking expenditure commitments in the expectation of 
receiving provincial assistance. As an aid in this regard the 
addresses and telephone numbers (where available) of the 
appropriate ministerial branches administering the assistance 
have been included in this manual for the first time.

b) The council must forward to the Minister of Agriculture 
and Food an application on Form D.G.-1 and a comple- 
tion report on Form D.G.-2. (Forms available from 
Ministry of Agriculture and Food) 


c) Where emergency work must be performed before it is 
possible to obtain and adopt an engineer’s report, an 
application may be submitted provided council has 
notified the Minister within ten days after the com- 
mencement of the work. 


Basis of Assistance 


Municipalities in a county — 33-1/3% of the cost 


Municipalities in a territorial district — 66-2/3% of the cost.

MUNICIPAL POUNDS 


Assistance towards 


Cost of construction or major renovation of municipal dog 
and cat pounds. = 


Eligible Recipients 
Municipalities with populations under 50,000. 


Conditions and Procedures 


1) Prior to start of construction submit ‘“‘Notice of 
Intention to construct or renovate a pound” with plans 
and specifications to Director, Veterinary Services 
Branch 


2) Upon completion of construction or renovation forward 
completed “‘Application for Municipal Pound Assistance 
Grant” and receipts to Director, Veterinary Services 
Branch. 


No grant shall be paid to any municipality unless, 


a) the pound as constructed or renovated contains at least 
six dog pens; 


b) the pound as constructed or renovated conforms in all 
respects to the provisions of Ontario Regulation 140/71 
respecting pounds under The Animals for Research Act; 


c) the pound building is owned by a municipality or, in the 
case of a joint application by one or more municipalities, 
is owned by one or more of the municipalities; 


d) the pound is situated on land that is, 


i) municipally owned, or 
ii) leased to one or more municipalities under a lease 
for a term of at least twenty years; 


e) the municipality executes an undertaking that it will not 
sell or dispose of the pound or any interest it has in the 
pound for twenty years after the grant is made without 
the approval in writing of the Minister; and 


f) the plans and specifications for the pound construction 
or renovation have been submitted to and approved by 
the Director prior to the commencement of the 
construction or renovation. 


Basis of Assistance 


1 Subject to subsection 2, the amount of a grant paid toa 
municipality shall be calculated in accordance with the 
following table: 


Population Grant per Capita 
upto 5,000 20¢ 
5,001 to 10,000 18¢ 
10,001 to 15,000 16¢ 
15,001 to 20,000 14¢ 
20,001 to 30,000 12¢ 
30,001 to 50,000 10¢ 


2 No grant shall exceed forty per cent of the actual cost of 
construction or renovation. 


3 Where two or more municipalities construct or renovate 
a pound as a joint enterprise, a grant may be made to 
each such municipality that is eligible under this program 
in accordance with the Table in subsection |, but where 
the total grants payable to all participating municipal- 
ities exceed forty per cent of the actual cost of 
construction or renovation, the grants to the participat- 
ing municipalities shall be reduced accordingly on a pro 
rata basis. 


Termination 


This grant expires with the 31st day of March, 1975.

Council must submit to the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food a written request for reimbursement, in which the 
expenditures authorized are described. 


Basis of Assistance 


a) 50% of the money expended by a county weed inspector 
for travel and remuneration 


b) 50% of the money expended by a weed inspector ina 
township in a territorial district for travel and 
remuneration, but not to exceed $50. 


c) 50% of the money expended for herbicides used in 
control of Barberry and/or Buckthorn, but not to 
exceed $600. 


d) 50% of the money expended for herbicides used in 
control of Leafy Spurge, but not to exceed $250.

5 MUSEUMS — ESTABLISHMENT 


Assistance towards 
The cost of establishing an historical museum and the 
salaries of curators. 
Eligible Recipients 


Any municipality 
Conservation authority, or 
Council of an Indian band 


Conditions and Procedures 

The municipality must establish, own and maintain an 
historical museum which is to be open to the public. 
Basis of Assistance 


a) The amount appropriated by the municipality for the 
purpose of establishing the museum in each of the two 
years previous to the opening, but not exceeding $600 
in each year. 


b) 33-1/3% of the salary of each curator of the museum in 
each of the two years previous to the opening, but not 
exceeding $400 for each museum for each year. 


Grant will be reduced pro rata if legislative appropriation is 
insufficient.

MUSEUMS — MAINTENANCE 


Assistance towards 


Maintenance of the museum building, premises and equip- 
ment, travelling expenses of curators, office expenses, 
museum services to educational agencies, advertising and 
publicity, the purchase or conservation of collections and 
salaries of museum curators. 


Eligible Recipients 


Any municipality, 
conservation authority, or 
council of an Indian band. 


Conditions and Procedures 


The municipality must, 


a) own and maintain an historical museum open to the 
public for at least 360 hours a year and at least 60 days 
in that year; 


b) appropriate funds to pay all or part of the cost of the 
museum; 


c) not receive money for museum operation from any 
other provincial agency. 


Basis of Assistance 


a) Expenditures by the municipality for the museum, less 
the preceding year’s grant, to a maximum payment of 
$600 annually. 


b) 33-1/3% of the annual salary of each curator of a 
museum but not exceeding a total of $400 for each 
museum.

d) fees for staff training and living allowances while 
receiving training, and 


ii) payments approved by the Director for research or 
consultation carried out on a contract or fee-for-service 
basis relating to welfare services. 


The subsidy payable by the Province to a county that 
adminsters welfare assistance, to a district welfare 
administration board and to an approved Indian Band 
equals 50% of the cost of the administration of welfare 
services as defined in the Regulations. 


The subsidy payable by the Province to a city, a separated 
town and any approved municipality that does not form 
part of a county or a district welfare administration board 
equals 50% of the amount by which the cost of administra- 
tion of welfare services (defined in the Regulations) for the 
twelve month period ending on the 31st day of December 
in each year exceeds such cost to the municipality for the 
year ending December 31, 1964.

1 CLARIFICATION OF BOUNDARIES 
OF LAND PARCELS — “‘Judges’ Plans”’

c) Occasionally the municipality will contact the Director, 
but as Judges’ Plans are intended primarily to improve 
the Registry Office records the Province’s financial 
participation must be justified on that basis. 


d) If the Director agrees to undertake the survey, he will 
engage a local solicitor to apply to the Judge of the 
County or District Court for an Order authorizing the 
employment of a surveyor. In his Order the Judge will 
normally fix the percentage of total costs to be borne 
by the Province in accordance with the Minister’s 
consent as conveyed by the Director.

f) A draft plan is prepared and a second hearing held after 
notice to interested parties in accordance with the 
Judge’s directions.

Concurrent Applications under The Boundaries Act and 
The Land Titles Act 


If the land is in an area to which The Land Titles Act has 
been extended, it is unlikely that the Director will agree to 
proceed with a Judges’ Plan under The Registry Act, but 
will instead recommend that concurrent applications be 
made under section 4 of The Boundaries Act and section 
34 of The Land Titles Act, as that procedure would result 
in simultaneous confirmation of both titles and boundaries 
for little, if any, additional expense. Subsidies, similar in 
amount to those paid in connection with Judges’ Plans may 
be paid from The Land Titles Survey Fund on the recom- 
mendation of the Director of Titles, to whom the 
applications under the statutes should also be directed.

SECTION 5 
MINISTRY OF EDUCATION 


1 OPERATING GRANTS 


The basic philosophy of the Ontario Grant Plan is that the 
financial burden placed on a school board jurisdiction 
should be proportional to its level of expenditure, and that 
the education mill rate should be identical for all school 
boards with a comparable level of expenditure. 


Expenditure 


Expenditure is categorized as either ordinary or extra- 
ordinary, and there are both recognized (approved) and 
unapproved expenditures. Debt charges, capital expendi- 
tures and transportation are classified as extraordinary 
expenditures as the incidence of such expenditures is not 
common to all school boards. The level of extraordinary 
expenditure will vary according to the circumstances 
affecting a school board, such as a large amount of 
outstanding debt charges, a greater than average need to 
undertake capital projects, or a need for more intensive 
student transportation services. All other categories of 
expenditure are classified as ordinary expenditure. 


Rates of Grant 


The rate of Provincial support for recognized extraordinary 
expenditure is much greater than that for recognized 
ordinary expenditure in order to reduce the financial 
burden on a school board jurisdiction that has a high level 
of extraordinary expenditure, and ensure a greater degree 
of equity in the Ontario Grant Plan. For 1972, the rate of 
grant on recognized ordinary expenditure for a board of 
average wealth is 75 percent on the first level ($60 
elementary and $90 secondary) and 95 percent on the 
balance. Provincial support for recognized extraordinary 
expenditure is based on two rates of grant in order to 
provide additiona! assistance as the level of recognized 
extraordinary expenditure increases. 


Ordinary Expenditure Limitations 


There are limitations on both recognized ordinary expendi- 
ture (eligible for grant) and total ordinary expenditure. For 
1972, the recognized ordinary expenditure ceilings are 
$595 for an elementary pupil and $1,100 for a secondary 
pupil, in each case adjusted by the 1972 grant weighting 
factors. With respect to total ordinary expenditure, all 
school boards, other than those that exceeded their 
recognized ordinary expenditure ceilings in both 1970 and 
1971, are required to adhere to ceilings of $595 per 
elementary pupil and $1,100 per secondary pupil, in each 
case adjusted by the 1972 expenditure weighting factors. 
School boards that exceeded their recognized ordinary 
expenditure ceilings in 1970 were allowed to exceed their 
1971 ceilings on recognized ordinary expenditure by 
two-thirds of the percent by which their 1970 ordinary 
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expenditure exceeded their 1970 recognized ordinary 
expenditure, and, if they exceeded their 1971 ceilings, are 
allowed to exceed the 1972 ceilings on recognized ordinary 
expenditure by one-third of the percent by which their 
1970 ordinary expenditure exceeded their 1970 recognized 
ordinary expenditure. The amount in excess of the 1972 
recognized ordinary expenditure ceilings is not eligible for 
grant. Notwithstanding the provisions above, a school 
board’s expenditure per pupil for 1972 cannot exceed its 
1971 ordinary expenditure per pupil plus $60 per 
elementary pupil and $75 per secondary pupil, with the 
increase in each case adjusted by the 1972 expenditure 
weighting factor. 


Ordinary Expenditure Weighting Factor 


The approach to weighting factors was changed 
substantially for 1972. Grant weighting factors and 
expenditure weighting factors were designed to recognize 
both the variation in need for specific educational programs 
and the cost differentials involved in providing comparable 
educational services throughout the Province. A school 
board’s grant weighting factor is the sum of the weighting 
factors it receives for special education, compensatory 
education and cost differentials. The last was designed to 
offset regional differences in the price of commodities, 
variation in instructional salary schedules, extra mainten- 
ance required on older facilities, the cost of operating 
technical and occupational programs, and diseconomies 
experienced by small school boards in both instruction and 
administrative areas. A school board’s expenditure 
weighting factor is its grant weighting factor increased by 
the sum of its weighting factors for teacher experience and 
teacher qualifications. Experience and ‘qualifications are 
recognized for expenditure purposes but not for grant 
purposes as it is considered to be inequitable to provide 


additional grants to school boards that have attracted the 
most experienced and most qualified instructional 
personnel; however, such school boards should be allowed 
enough leeway in their ordinary expenditure ceilings to 
maintain a more experienced and more qualified teaching 
force. 


Extraordinary Expenditure 


Recognized extraordinary expenditure is set independently 
for each school board — formulas govern approvals for 
transportation, debt charges and capital expenditure. The 
approvals have been developed to meet the cost of an 
efficient operation. Any unapproved extraordinary 
expenditure, subject to mill rate subsidy provisions, must 
be financed locally. 


Mill Rate Subsidy 


Additional financial assistance in the form of a mill rate 
subsidy was introduced in 1969 in conjunction with 

school board reorganization. The mill rate subsidy is an 
interim measure designed to prevent municipal mill rates 
from rising unduly. For 1972, the mill rate subsidy has 
been designed so that it will prevent 1972 mill rates from 
increasing more than % an equalized mill over the maximum 
mill rates that were guaranteed for 1971. However, the mill 
rate subsidy only applies to recognized expenditures 
(ordinary and extraordinary), unapproved debt charges, and 
a few other minor unapproved extraordinary expenditure 
items. The remaining unapproved expenditures have to be 
financed locally. 


*% mill on equalized assessment. Equalized assessment is calculated 
by applying an equalization factor to local assessment and is 
designed to express local assessment in terms of market value.

e) the difference between 50% of the actual cost and the 
total of a), b), c) and d) when completed and ready for 
occupancy. 


The grant maximum is 50% of the actual cost, excepting 

in the case of certain homes in territorial districts where, in 
addition, the Province may pay 100% of that portion of 
the cost allocated, in accordance with the Act and 
Regulations, for unorganized areas.

SECTION 5 
MINISTRY OF EDUCATION 


1 OPERATING GRANTS 


The basic philosophy of the Ontario Grant Plan is that the 
financial burden placed on a school board jurisdiction 
should be proportional to its level of expenditure, and that 
the education mill rate should be identical for all school 
boards with a comparable level of approved expenditure. 


Expenditure 


Expenditure is categorized as either ordinary or extra- 
ordinary, and there are both recognized (approved) and 
unapproved expenditures. Debt charges, capital expendi- 
tures and transportation are classified as extraordinary 
expenditures as the incidence of such expenditures is not 
common to all school boards, The level of extraordinary 
expenditure will vary according to the circumstances 
affecting a school board, such as a large amount of outstand- 
ing debt charges, a greater than average need to undertake 
capital projects, or a need for more intensive student 
transportation services. All other categories of expenditure 
are Classified as ordinary expenditure. 


Rates of Grant 


The rate of Provincial support for recognized extraordinary 
expenditure is much greater than that for recognized 
ordinary expenditure in order to reduce the financial 
burden on a school board jurisdiction that has a high level 
of extraordinary expenditure, and ensure a greater degree of 
equity in the Ontario Grant Plan. For 1974, the rate of grant 
on recognized ordinary expenditure for a board of average 
wealth is 62 percent, on recognized extraordinary it is 

75 percent on the first level ($60 elementary and $90 
secondary) and 95 percent on the balance. Provincial 
support for recognized extraordinary expenditure is 

based on two rates of grant in order to provide additional 
assistance as the level of recognized extraordinary expendi- 
ture increases. 


Ordinary Expenditure Limitations 


There are limitations on both recognized ordinary expendi- 
ture (eligible for grant) and total ordinary expenditure. For 
1974 the recognized ordinary expenditure ceilings are $704 
for an elementary pupil and $1231 for a secondary pupil, 

in each case adjusted by the 1974 grant weighting factors. 
With respect to total ordinary expenditure, all school boards 
are required to adhere to ceilings of $704 per elementary 
pupil and $1231 per secondary pupil, in each case adjusted 
by the 1974 expenditure weighting factors. 


Ordinary Expenditure Weighting Factor 


Grant weighting factors and expenditure weighting factors 
are designed to recognize both the variation in need for 
specific educational programs and the cost differentials 
involved in providing comparable educational services 
throughout the Province. A school board’s grant weighting 
factor is the sum of the weighting factors it receives for 
special education, compensatory education, one half of its 
weighting factor for teacher experience and qualifications, 
and cost differentials. The last was designed to offset 
regional differences in the price of commodities and in- 
structional salary schedules, extra maintenance required on 
older facilities, the cost of operating technical and occupa- 
tional programs, and diseconomies experienced by small 
school boards in both instruction and administrative areas. 


A school board’s expenditure weighting factor is its grant 
weighting factor increased by one half of its weighting 
factors for teacher experience and teacher qualifications. 


Extraordinary Expenditure 


Recognized extraordinary expenditure is set independently 
for each school board - formulas govern approvals for 
transportation, debt charges and capital expenditure. The 
approvals have been developed to meet the cost of an 
efficient operation. Any unapproved extraordinary ex- 
penditure, subject to mill rate subsidy provisions, must be 
financed locally. 


Mill Rate Subsidy 


Additional financial assistance in the form of a mill rate 


subsidy was introduced in 1969 in conjunction with school 
board reorganization. The mill rate subsidy is an interim 
measure designed to prevent municipal mill rates from 
rising unduly. For 1974 the mill rate subsidy has been 
designed so that it will prevent 1974 mill rates from in- 
creasing more than one equalized mill* over the maximum 
mill rates that were guaranteed for 1973. However, the 
mill rate subsidy only applies to ordinary expenditure and 
recognized extraordinary expenditures, unapproved debt 
charges, and a few other minor unapproved extraordinary 
expenditure items. The remaining unapproved expenditures 
have to be financed locally. 


*1 mill on equalized assessment. Equalized assessment is calculated 
by applying an equalization factor to local assessment and is 
designed to express local assessment in terms of market value.

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ASSISTANCE TO HOSPITALS 


CLASSIFICATION OF HOSPITALS 


Hospitals are classified as general hospitals, convalescent 
hospitals, hospitals for chronic patients, active treatment 
teaching psychiatric hospitals, active treatment hospitals 
for alcoholism and drug addiction and rehabilitation 
hospitals, graded as follows: 


a) Group A hospitals are general hospitals providing 
facilities for giving instruction to medical students of 
any university; 


b) Group B hospitals are general hospitals having not fewer 
than 100 beds; 


c) Group C hospitals are general hospitals having fewer 
than 100 beds; 


d) Group D hospitals are general hospitals operated by the 
Ontario Division of the Canadian Red Cross Society; 


e) Group E hospitals, being general rehabilitation hospitals; 


f) Group F hospitals are hospitals for chronic patients 
and having not fewer than 200 beds; 


g) Group G hospitals are hospitals for chronic patients 
and having fewer than 200 beds; 


h) Group H hospitals are psychiatric hospitals providing 
facilities for giving instruction to medical students 
of any university; 


i) Group I hospitals, being hospitals for the treatment of 
patients suffering from alcoholism and drug addiction; 


j) Group J hospitals, being hospitals designated by the 
Minister to provide special rehabilitation services for 
disabled persons in a region of Ontario specified by the 
Minister for each hospital; 


k) Group K hospitals, being separate organized facilities 
approved as such by the Minister to provide local 
diagnostic and treatment services in a community or 
district to handicapped or disabled individuals requiring 
restorative and adjustive services in an integrated and 
coordinated program. 


1) Group L hospitals, being hospitals for the treatment of 
patients suffering from alcoholism and drug addiction 
and providing facilities for giving instruction to medical 
students of any university as evidenced by a written 
agreement between the hospital and the university 
with which it is affiliated.

GRANTS FOR HOSPITAL CONSTRUCTION 


For community hospitals and for non-teaching portions of 
university-affiliated teaching hospitals, the Province of 
Ontario accepts responsibility for two-thirds of the approved 
cost, which includes the cost of construction, professional 
fees and necessary basic equipment. Federal hospital con- 
struction grants are no longer available to non-teaching 
hospitals. 

Part of the Provincial assistance is in the form of a grant 
and the remainder of the Province’s two-third share con- 
stitutes a loan. This loan is made at the rate of 3 percent 
per annum, with the hospital being required to pay towards

the annual amortization cost three-eighths of the differen- 

tial income on semi-private and private beds in the new 
accommodation. This income is usually insufficient to 

meet the annual amortization cost and the Province absorbs 

the amount of any deficit. (O. Reg. 722/70 and 727/70). @ 


In Ontario Regulation 725/70 regarding capital grants for 
teaching hospitals, the Province accepts responsibility for 

the approved cost of university hospitals and of teaching 

and research facilities forming part of a university-affiliated 
hospital. Part of the cost is recovered by the Province through 
the Health Resources Fund. 


In Ontario Regulation 724/70, the Province accepts respon- 
sibility for the approved cost of a regional rehabilitation 
hospital, or that part of a hospital which provides’special 
facilities for the medical rehabilitation of patients. To 
qualify, the hospital is expected to provide a wide range of 
special services and must be approved by the Minister as a 
regional rehabilitation centre before becoming eligible for 
grants on the basis of full cost. 


For rehabilitation facilities serving a local community or 
district (e.g., crippled children’s treatment centres) the 
grant amounts to two-thirds of the approved cost. (O. Reg. 
407/71). 


EXTRA GRANTS FOR NORTHERN ONTARIO 


Over and above the capital financial assistance amounting 
to two-thirds of the approved cost which applies to all 
community hospitals, the Province pays extra grants to 
hospitals in Northern Ontario as follows:

The maximum grant rate is 
25% of the net levy. 

Northern Ontario Grant pays an additional 12% of the 
net levy of both upper and lower tier municipalities 
situated in the northern part of Ontario, in recognition 
of the generally higher costs of municipal operations

Each year the clerk of a lower tier municipality that receives 
a resource equalization grant in the preceding year shall 
transmit before April 1, to each body, other than a school 
board, for which the municipality is required to levy a 
statement of the amount of the grant and the amount to be 
added to the equalized assessment. Each such body is 
allotted a portion of the grant, in the ratio of taxes levied 
on commercial and industrial assessment in the preceding 
year for each such body — and such assessment will exclude 
taxes levied under Sec. 43 of The Assessment Act.

OPERATING GRANTS 


The basic philosophy of the Ontario Grant 
Plan is that the financial burden placed on a 
school board jurisdiction should be propor- 
tional to its level of expenditure, and that the 
education mill rate should be identical for all 
school boards with a comparable level of 
approved expenditure. 


Expenditure 


Expenditure is categorized as either ordinary 
or extraordinary, and there are both recog- 
nized (approved) and unapproved expendi- 
tures. Debt charges, capital expenditures 
and transportation are classified as extra- 
ordinary expenditures as the incidence of 
such expenditures is not common to all 
school boards. The level of extraordinary 
expenditure will vary according to the cir- 
cumstances affecting a school board, such 
as a large amount of outstanding debt 
charges, a greater than average need to 
undertake capital projects, or a need for 
more intensive student transportation ser- 
vices. All other categories of expenditure 
are classified as ordinary expenditure. 


Rates of Grant 


The rate of Provincial support for recognized 
extraordinary expenditure is much greater 
than that for recognized ordinary expenditure 
in order to reduce the financial burden on a 
school board jurisdiction that has a high 
level of extraordinary expenditure, and en- 
sure a greater degree of equity in the Ontario 
Grant Plan. For 1975, the rate of grant on 
recognized ordinary expenditure for a board 
of average wealth is 62 percent, on recog- 
nized extraordinary it is 75 percent on the 
first level ($60 elementary and $90 secon- 
dary) and 95 percent on the balance. Pro- 
vincial support for recognized extraordinary 
expenditure is based on two rates of grant 
in order to provide additional assistance as 
the level of recognized extraordinary ex- 
penditure increases. 


Ordinary Expenditure Limitations 


There are limitations on both recognized 
ordinary expenditure (eligible for grant) and 
total ordinary expenditure. For 1975 the 
recognized ordinary expenditure ceilings are 
$926 for an elementary pupil and $1441 for 
a secondary pupil, in each case adjusted by 
the 1975 grant weighting factors. With re- 
spect to total ordinary expenditure, all school 
boards are required to adhere to ceilings of 


$926 per elementary pupil and $1441 per 
secondary pupil, in each case adjusted by 
the 1975 expenditure weighting factors. 


Ordinary Expenditure Weighting Factor 


Grant weighting factors and expenditure 
weighting factors are designed to recognize 
both the variation in need for specific educa- 
tional programs and the cost differentials 
involved in providing comparable educa- 
tional services throughout the Province. A 
school board’s grant weighting factor is the 
sum of the weighting factors it receives for 
special education, compensatory education, 
one half of its weighting factor (to a maxi- 
mum of .015) for teacher experience and 
qualifications, and cost differentials. The last 
was designed to offset regional differences in 
the price of commodities and instructional 
salary schedules, extra maintenance required 
on older facilities, the cost of operating tech- 
nical and occupational programs, and dis- 
economies experienced by small school 
boards in both instruction and administrative 
areas. 


A school board’s expenditure weighting fac- 
tor is its grant weighting factor increased by 
that part of its weighting factors for teacher 
experience and teacher qualifications, not 
included in its grant weighting factor. 


Extraordinary Expenditure 


Recognized extraordinary expenditure is set 
independently for each school board — 
formulas govern approvals for transportation, 
debt charges and capital expenditure. The 
approvals have been developed to meet the 
cost of an efficient operation. Any unap- 
proved extraordinary expenditure must be 
financed locally.

i) Group | hospitals, being hospitals for the 
treatment of patients suffering from alco- 
holism and drug addiction;

GRANTS FOR HOSPITAL CONSTRUCTION 


For community hospitals and for non-teach- 
ing portions of university-affiliated teaching 
hospitals, the Province of Ontario accepts 
responsibility for two-thirds of the approved 
cost, which includes the cost of construction, 
professional fees and necessary basic equip- 
ment. Federal hospital construction grants 
are no longer available to non-teaching 
hospitals. 


Part of the Provincial assistance is in the form 
of a grant and the remainder of the Province’s 
two-third share constitutes a loan. This loan 
is made at the rate of 3 percent per annum, 
with the hospital being required to pay to- 
wards the annual amortization cost three- 
eighths of the differential income on semi- 
private and private beds in the new accom- 
modation. This income is usually insufficient 
to meet the annual amortization cost and the 
Province absorbs the amount of any deficit. 
(O. Reg. 722/70 and 727/70). 


In Ontario Regulation 725/70 regarding capi- 
tal grants for teaching hospitals, the Province 
accepts responsibility for the approved cost 
of university hospitals and of teaching and 
research facilities forming part of a university- 
affiliated hospital. Part of the cost is re- 
covered by the Province through the Health 
Resources Fund. 


In Ontario Regulation 724/70, the Province 
accepts responsibility for the approved cost 
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of a regional rehabilitation hospital, or that 
part of a hospital which provides special 
facilities for the medical rehabilitation of 
patients. To qualify, the hospital is expected 
to provide a wide range of special services 
and must be approved by the Minister as a 
regional rehabilitation centre before becom- 
ing eligible for grants on the basis of full cost. 
For rehabilitation facilities serving a local 
community or district (e.g. crippled children’s 
treatment centres) the grant amounts to two- 
thirds of the approved cost. (O. Reg. 407/71).

EXTRA GRANTS FOR NORTHERN ONTARIO 
Over and above the capital financing assis- 
ance amounting to two-thirds of the approved 
cost which applies to all community hospitals, 
the Province pays extra grants to hospitals 
in Northern Ontario as follows: 
The Minister may pay a special capital grant 
by way of provincial aid to a hospital located 
in a municipality with a population of not 
more than 12,000 in a territorial district or a 
provisional county.

The upper-tier municipality is allotted a 
portion of this grant, in the ratio of taxes 
levied on commercial assessment in the 
preceding year. for the upper-tier munici- 
pality to the total taxes levied on com- 
mercial assessment in the preceding year 
for all purposes other than school pur- 
poses. 

b) A General Support Grant, providing an 
amount equal to 6% of 1974 net general 
dollar levies, is made available to all 
municipalities. (lf this amount falls more 
than 5% below the 1974 General Support 
Grant for those municipalities whose 
actual grant rate was in excess of 6%, 
municipalities will receive 95% of their 
actual 1974 General Support Grant — this 
applies for 1975 only.) 

c) A Special Support Grant, providing an 
amount equal to 15% of 1974 net general 
dollar levies, is made available to munici- 
palities situated in the northern part of 
Ontario in recognition of the generally 
higher costs of municipal operations in 
such areas. 

d) A Special Support Grant, providing an 
amount equal to 7.5% of 1974 net general 
dollar levies, is made available to munici- 
palities situated in the District of Parry 
Sound, and to the Township of Chisholm 
and the Improvement District of Cameron.

4) The amount to be borrowed from the 
Corporation on an undertaking may not 
exceed that portion of the cost authorized 
by the Ontario Municipal Board to be 
debentured and that has not been so 
financed by the proceeds of a sale of 
debentures. 

5) Term of the loan in years is as determined 
by the municipality, but may not exceed 
the term approved by the Ontario Muni- 
cipal Board. 


Rates of Interest 


1) The Corporation intends, wherever pos- 
sible, to purchase debentures at par. 

2) For a municipality having population 
under 20,000 rate of interest will be com- 
parable to that being paid by larger 
Ontario municipalities. 

For municipalities of over 20,000 the Cor- 
poration is a “lender of last resort” for the 
purposes listed in (2) of Conditions and 
Procedures. The rate, therefore, will be 
somewhat higher than that being paid by 
larger Ontario municipalities with good 
credit ratings.

Basis of Assistance 


General assistance is provided to meet expendi- 
tures for food, clothing, personal requirements, 
utilities, household supplies, shelter, fuel, and 
the provision of drugs. 


The assistance granted to needy persons by a 
municipality, district board or approved Indian 
Band is based on the excess of the recipient’s 
budgetary requirements over his income and the 
amounts granted are determined by references 
to the tables, limitations and requirements of the 
Regulations (referenced below). 


Provincial reimbursement is 80% of the amounts 
of general assistance paid. However, if, over a 
period of six months, the average number of 
persons receiving assistance equals or is in 


excess of 6% of the population of the munici- 
pality or Indian reserve, as the case may be, the 
contribution of the Province is increased to 90% 
in respect of the number of persons receiving 
assistance in excess of 5% of the population. 
Provision is also made for reimbursement by the 
Province of 100% of the assistance granted to 
applicants deemed not to have been resident of 
any organized municipality in Ontario for a 
period of 12 consecutive months, prior to appli- 
cation for assistance. 


In this case, the Ministry of Community and 
Social Services must be notified within sixty 
days of the first payment being made to the reci- 
pient.

OPERATING GRANTS 


The basic philosophy of the Ontario Grant Plan 
is that the financial burden placed on a school 
board jurisdiction should be proportional to its 
level of expenditure, and that the education mill 
rate should be identical for all school boards 
with a comparable level of approved expendi- 
ture. 


Expenditure 


Expenditure is categorized as either ordinary or 
extraordinary, and there are both recognized 
(approved) and unapproved expenditures. Debt 
charges, capital expenditures and transporta- 
tion are classified as extraordinary expenditures 
as the incidence of such expenditures is not 
common to all school boards. The level of 
extraordinary expenditure will vary according to 
the circumstances affecting a school board, 
such as a large amount of outstanding debt 
charges, a greater than average need to under- 
take capital projects, or a need for more inten- 
sive student transportation services. All other 
categories of expenditure are classified as ordi- 
nary expenditure. 


RATES OF GRANT 


The rate of Provincial support for recognized 
extraordinary expenditure is much greater than 
that for recognized ordinary expenditure in 
order to reduce the financial burden on a school 
board jurisdiction that has a high level of 
extraordinary expenditure, and ensure a greater 
degree of equity in the Ontario Grant Plan. For 
1976, the rates of grant for a board of average 
wealth are, on recognized ordinary expenditure, 
60 per cent for elementary and 54 per cent for 
secondary, and on recognized extraordinary 
expenditure 75 per cent for both elementary and 
secondary. 


ORDINARY EXPENDITURE 


For 1976 the maximum ordinary expenditure 
recognized for grant is set at $1080 for an ele- 
mentary pupil and $1556 per secondary pupil, 
in each case adjusted by 1976 grant weighting 
factors. 


ORDINARY EXPENDITURE 
WEIGHTING FACTOR 


Grant weighting factors are designed to recog- 
nize both the variation in need for specific edu- 
cational programs and the cost differentials 
involved in providing comparable educational 
services throughout the Province. A school 
board’s grant weighting factor is the sum of the 
weighting factors it receives for special educa- 
tion, compensatory education, teacher experi- 
ence and qualifications, and cost differentials. 


The last was designed to offset regional differ- 
ences in the price of commodities, cost of serv- 
ices, extra maintenance required on older 
facilities, the cost of operating technical and 
occupational programs, and diseconomies 
experienced by small school boards in both 
instruction and administrative areas. 


EXTRAORDINARY EXPENDITURE 


Recognized extraordinary expenditure is set 
independently for each school board — formu- 
las govern approvals for transportation, debt 
charges and capital expenditure. The approvals 
have been developed to meet the cost of an effi- 
cient operation. Any unapproved extraordinary 
expenditure must be financed locally.

ASSISTANCE TO HOSPITALS 
CLASSIFICATION OF HOSPITALS 


Hospitals are classified as general hospitals, 
convalescent hospitals, hospitals for chronic 
patients, active treatment teaching psychiatric 
hospitals, active treatment hospitals for alcohol- 
ism and drug addiction and rehabilitation hospi- 
tals, graded as follows: 

a) Group A hospitals are general hospitals 
providing facilities for giving instruction to 
medical students of any university; 

b) Group B hospitals are general hospitals hav- 
ing not fewer than 100 beds; 

c) Group C hospitals are general hospitals hav- 
ing fewer than 100 beds; 

d) Group D hospitals are general hospitals 
operated by the Ontario Division of the Cana- 
dian Red Cross Society; 

e) Group E hospitals, being general rehabilita- 
tion hospitals; 

f) Group F hospitals are hospitals for chronic 
patients and having not fewer than 200 beds; 

g) Group G hospitals are hospitals for chronic 
patients and having fewer than 200 beds; 

h) Group H hospitals are psychiatric hospitals 
providing facilities for giving instruction to 
medical students of any university; 

i) Group | hospitals, being hospitals for the 
treatment of patients suffering from alcohol- 
ism and drug addiction; 

j) Group J hospitals, being hospitals designated 
by the Minister to provide special rehabilita- 
tion services for disabled persons in a region 
of Ontario specified by the Minister for each 
hospital; 

k) Group K hospitals, being separate organized 
facilities approved as such by the Minister to 
provide local diagnostic and treatment serv- 
ices in a community or district to handi- 
capped or disabled individuals requiring 
restorative and adjustive services in an inte- 
grated and co-ordinated program. 

1) Group L hospitals, being hospitals for the 
treatment of patients suffering from alcohol- 
ism and drug addiction and providing facilities 


for giving instruction to medical students of 
any university as evidenced by a written 
agreement between the hospital and the uni- 
versity with which it is affiliated.

GRANTS FOR HOSPITAL CONSTRUCTION 


For community hospitals and for non-teaching 
portions of university-affiliated teaching hospi- 
tals, the Province of Ontario accepts responsi- 
bility for two-thirds of the approved cost, which 
includes the cost of construction, professional 
fees and necessary basic equipment. Federal 
hospital construction grants are no longer avail- 
able to non-teaching hospitals. 

Part of the Provincial assistance is in the form of 
a grant and the remainder of the Province’s two- 
third share constitutes a loan. This loan is made 
at the rate of 3 percent per annum, with the hos- 
pital being required to pay towards the annual 
amortization cost three-eighths of the differen- 
tial income on semi-private and private beds in 
the new accommodation. This income is usually 
insufficient to meet the annual amortization cost 
and the Province absorbs the amount of any def- 
icit. (O. Reg. 722/70 and 727/70). 

In Ontario Regulation 725/70 regarding capital 
grants for teaching hospitals, the Province 
accepts responsibility for the approved cost of 
university hospitals and of teaching and 
research facilities forming part of a university- 
affiliated hospital. Part of the cost is recovered 
by the Province through the Health Resources 
Fund. 

In Ontario Regulation 724/70, the Province 
accepts responsibility for the approved cost of a 
regional rehabilitation hospital, or that part of a 
hospital which provides special facilities for the 
medical rehabilitation of patients. To qualify, the 
hospital is expected to provide a wide range of 
special services and must be approved by the 
Minister as a regional rehabilitation centre 
before becoming eligible for grants on the basis 
of full cost. For rehabilitation facilities serving a 
local community or district (e.g. crippled chil- 
dren’s treatment centres) the grant amounts to 
two-thirds of the approved cost. (O. Reg. 
407/71).

EXTRA GRANTS FOR NORTHERN ONTARIO 


Over and above the capital financing assistance 
amounting to two-thirds of the approved cost 
which applies to all community hospitals, the 
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Province pays extra grants to hospitals in North- 
ern Ontario as follows: 
The Minister may pay a special capital grant by 
way of provincial aid to a hospital located in a 
municipality with a population of not more than 
12,000 in a territorial district or a provisional 
county. 
a) in respect of a building project commenced 
before the 1st day of June 1974, in an 
amount not exceeding one-sixth of the 
approved cost as defined in O. Reg. 722/70 
in respect of that part of a building project 
which has not been completed before the 1st 
day of June 1974, or 
in respect of a building project commenced 
on or after the 1st day of June 1974, in an 
amount not exceeding one-sixth of the 
approved cost as defined in O. Reg. 722/70. 
For public hospitals located in a municipality 
with a population of more than 12,000 in a terri- 
torial district or a provisional county, the special 
grant shall not exceed 
a) an amount equal to the total amount of all 
contributions other than grants made by Her 
Majesty in right of Canada and in right of 
Ontario, made to a building project; or 
b) in the case of, 
i) a Group B or C hospital, $500 for each 
bed or bed-unit, or 
ii) a Group E, F or G hospital, $250 for each 
bed or bed-unit, 
whichever is the lesser.

Aid directed to any limited-dividend housing cor- 
poration incorporated by or on behalf of a muni- 
cipality or approved by a municipality that has 
had a loan made to it under the National Housing 
Act (Canada) to assist it, and whose objectives 
are exclusively for charitable purposes. 


Basis of Assistance 


The lesser of 

1) $500 for each dwelling unit, or 

2) 50% of the capital cost — less that part of 
the capital cost that is financed by a loan 
under the National Housing Act (Canada).

More elaborate and precise development of 
Phase |. Should emphasize more specifically 
detail targets for each of the next three years, as 
well as indicating the general housing require- 
ments for a five or ten year horizon. 

Timing 

Municipalities are urged to prepare and submit 
to the Minister of Housing an interim (Phase 1) 
housing policy statement as soon as possible. 
Preparations should be made for the completion 
of a more detailed study (i.e. Phase II) within the 
following six to twelve months. 


Basis of Assistance 


While each municipal proposal will be consid- 
ered on its merits, maximum grant levels have 
been established based on the municipal popu- 
lation.

Actual costs of enforcement are 
not eligible. 

(g) Improving municipal and public utility serv- 
ices. 

(h) Administrative and information costs of the 
program. 

(i) Relocation expenses and compensation 
related to the relocation of individuals or fam- 
ilies. 

(j) Acquiring or clearing land that may not be 
used for public open space or community 
facilities or for medium and low density hous- 
ing for low and moderate income people and 
where the land use is not consistent with the 
general character of the neighbourhood, less 
the market value of the land after it has been 
acquired and/or cleared.

1) Area to be rehabilitated must be mainly resi- 
dential primarily inhabited by low or moder- 
ate income people. 

Significant portion of housing stock must be 
in need of rehabilitation. 

Neighbourhood facilities deficient (e.g., 
playgrounds, community centres). 
Neighbourhood is potentially stable in terms 
of land uses and densities as reflected by 
existing or contemplated official plans, zon- 
ing by-laws. 

The implementation stage can only begin 
after the neighbourhood improvement con- 
cept has been formulated and approved by 
the Province and CMHC.

ONTARIO HOME 
RENEWAL PROGRAM (OHRP) 


Assistance towards 


OHRP provides per capita grants to municipali- 
ties to administer directly as loans to owner- 
occupants in that municipality whose adjusted 
annual family income is no greater than $12,- 
500. The prime objective of these loans is the 
repair of faulty structural and sanitary conditions 
and the upgrading of the plumbing, heating and 
electrical systems of the residences of the eligi- 
ble owner-occupant to bring their housing up to 
municipal health and safety standards. 

The maximum amount of an OHRP loan to an 
application from the participating municipality 
shall not exceed $7,500, less any federal fund- 
ing. The amount of interest charged on this loan 
will be determined by the annual family income 
of the applicant; a portion of the loan may be 
‘‘forgiven”’ and therefore need not be paid back, 
upon completion of a designated number of 
years of continuous occupancy. 


Eligible Recipients 


a) All Ontario municipalities are eligible to 
receive OHRP funds if they have adopted 
and are enforcing property maintenance and 
occupancy standards or are willing to imple- 
ment building and/or health and safety stan- 
dards to be used as guidelines in providing 
financial aid to property owners. 

b) Owner-occupants are eligible provided the 
annual ‘‘adjusted family income’’ of the 
owner-occupant does not exceed $12,500, 
and the house is below the standards 
referred to under (a) above. 


Conditions and Procedures 

Every municipality that receives a grant shall: 

a) ensure that loans made to supplement assis- 
tance received by owners from Federal fund- 
ing shall not exceed 25 per cent of the annual 
grant made by the Minister under this 
Regulation to the municipality; 

ensure that there be taken in the name of the 
municipality as security for any loan, includ- 
ing the forgivable and repayable portions 
thereof, a lien as provided for by subsection 
2 of section 2a of the Act and shall follow the 
procedures set forth in subsections 2 and 3 
or sections 2a of the Act;

c) establish a fund and deposit in the fund all 
monies received pursuant to this Regulation, 
all monies received in repayment of loans 
made under this Regulation, and all interest 
accruing thereon; and 

provide the Minister with whatever informa- 
tion, records of accounts he may require per- 
taining to any application, loan or any other 
matter provided for in this Regulation.

Where a municipality needs to 
purchase land for the development of an indus- 
trial park, the loan will cover 50% of the acquisi- 
tion and servicing costs. In the case of a 
municipality owning sufficient land but needing 
to service it, the loan will provide 75% of the 
cost of servicing. To facilitate the financing dur- 
ing the early years of the development, the inter- 
est on the Government loan will be forgiven 
entirely for the first year, 75% during the second 
year, 50% during the third year and 25% during 
the fourth. In the fifth year, full interest payments 
will apply. Further, principal payments will be 
deferred throughout the first five years with a 
payments schedule commencing in the sixth 
year.

ll. RESOURCE EQUALIZATION GRANT 


Assistance towards municipalities with relatively 
low local resource bases to provide some of the 
finances required to upgrade local servicing.

The Resource Equalization Grant provides to 
each lower-tier municipality whose equalized 
assessment for 1976 is below $10,400 per 
capita, an amount based on the proportion that 
60 per cent of such deficiency of equalized 
assessment per capita bears to $10,400 as 
applied to the net levy of the lower-tier munici- 
pality. The maximum grant rate is 25 per cent of 
the 1975 net general dollar levy. (For former 
designated mining municipalities, unduly con- 
strained by this limit, the maximum will be 
increased to include 15 per cent of their 1972 
formula mining revenue payment.) 


Net general dollar levy for the purposes of the 
REG means the combined lower and upper-tier 
municipality 1975 tax requirements, adjusted 
for changes in surplus position and excluding 
school boards.

PHILOSOPHY OF THE ONTARIO GRANTS PLAN 


The Ontario Grants Plan supports the goals of 
local responsibility and equality of education op- 
portunity. Hence, the underlying principles of the 
Grants Plan are that the financial burden on the 
local ratepayers of each school board jurisdiction 
should be directly related to the board’s level of 
expenditure per pupil and furthermore, that the ed- 
ucation tax rate expressed in equalized mills 
should be similar for all board jurisdictions, ‘ir- 
respective of local wealth, for the same level of 
approved expenditure per pupil. 


2 
EXPENDITURE 


Expenditure levels recognized for grant purposes 
are identified as approved expenditure. Hence, any 
expenditure beyond these levels is referred to as 
unapproved expenditure and must be paid for en- 
tirely through the local education tax levy. 


Expenditure is categorized as extraordinary, (indi- 
cating that the incidence of such expenditure is 
not common to all boards), or ordinary, (indicating 
expenditure that is more common to all boards). 
Extraordinary expenditure includes debt charges, 
capital expenditure and transportation costs. The 
amount of extraordinary expenditure will vary 
widely according to the specific circumstances af- 
fecting each board. Some boards may have heavy 
debt charges. Others, due to geographical consid- 
erations, may provide extensive transportation ser- 
vices for their pupils while certain boards may have 
unusual demands for capital projects due to an 
expanding student population. All other categories 
of expenditure are classified as ordinary expendi- 
ture. In general, ordinary expenditure is the ex- 
penditure incurred in operating the schools. 


3 
GRANT WEIGHTING FACTORS 


Grant weighting factors are designed to recognize 
both the variation in need for specific educational 
programs and the cost differentials involved in pro- 
viding comparable educational services throughout 
the Province. A school board’s grant weighting 
factor is the sum of the weighting factors it re- 
ceives for special education, compensatory educa- 
tion, teacher experience and qualifications, and 
cost differentials. The last was designed to offset 
regional differences in the price of commodities, 
cost of services, extra maintenance required on 
older facilities, the cost of operating technical and 
occupational programs, and diseconomies experi- 
enced by small school boards in both instruction 
and administrative areas. 


” 


4 
RATE OF GRANT 


In 1977, the rate of grant on recognized ordinary 
expenditure for a board of average wealth is 60% 
for elementary school purposes and 54% for sec- 
ondary school purposes. Due to the principle of 
equalization inherent in the Grants Plan, a board of 
less than average wealth receives a higher rate of 
grant support in comparison to the board of aver- 
age wealth while a board of greater than average 
wealth receives a lower rate of grant support. 


There are two rates of grant on extraordinary ex- 
penditure. For a board of average wealth these 
rates are 75% for recognized extraordinary ex- 
penditure for transportation and debt charges up 
to $172 per elementary pupil and up to $184 per 
secondary pupil, and for all capital expenditure 
from current funds. Recognized extraordinary ex- 
penditure for transportation and debt charges in 
excess of these amounts receives support at the 
rate of 95% for the board of average wealth. Once 
again, the rate of grant support that an individual 
board will receive will be higher or lower than 
these levels depending on whether the wealth of 
the board is less or greater than average. 


5 
GRANT CEILINGS ON ORDINARY EXPENDITURE 


The Ministry of Education determines annually the 
maximum per pupil ordinary expenditure recog- 
nized for grant purposes. In 1977, the maximum 
ordinary expenditure recognized for grant pur- 
poses is $1,197 per elementary pupil and $1,712 
per secondary school pupil. These ceilings are ad- 
justed for each school board by their 1977 grant 
weighting factor. It is on expenditure up to these 
adjusted ceilings that the Province pays grants at 
the rate of grant established for each board. Ex- 
traordinary expenditure recognized is calculated 
individually for each school board using formulae 
which govern approvals for transportation, for debt 
charges and capital expenditure. The formulae 
have been developed to recognize the cost of an 
efficient operation. 


As indicated previously, ordinary and extraordinary 


expenditure in excess of that recognized for grant 
must be financed totally from local taxes.

b) necessary basic equipment and furnishings 
and the installation thereof; 

c) land survey and soil tests, and necessary pav- 
ing and sodding but not landscaping, gardens 
or decorations.

1) Application for grants must be made to Minis- 
ter and approved prior to issuing of tenders or 
commencement of work accompanied by pre- 
liminary sketch plan in triplicate.

Payment of physician’s accounts for the treatment 
of venereal disease in persons who are not insured 
persons under The Health Services Insurance Act,

a) The physician's account must be received by 
the municipal treasurer within three months 
after the services were performed under the 
direction of the medical officer of health. 

b) i) The physician’s account shall be the 
amount that would be payable for the 
medical services as insured health ser- 
vices under The Health Insurance Act. 

ii) The cost of drugs used for treatment will 
be payable. 

c) The treasurer must forward the account to the 
Minister within three months of its receipt.

(Possible increase 
in late 1975).

ASSISTANCE TO HOSPITALS 
CLASSIFICATION OF HOSPITALS 


Hospitals are classified as general hospitals, con- 
valescent hospitals, hospitals for chronic patients, 
active treatment teaching psychiatric hospitals, ac- 
tive treatment hospitals for alcoholism and drug 
addiction and rehabilitation hospitals, graded as 
follows: 


a) Group A hospitals are general hospitals pro- 
viding facilities for giving instruction to medical 
students of any university; 


b) Group B hospitals are general hospitals having 
not fewer than 100 beds; 


c) Group C hospitals are general hospitals having 
fewer than 100 beds; 


d) Group D hospitals are general hospitals oper- 
ated by the Ontario Division of the Canadian 
Red Cross Society; 


e) Group E hospitals, being general rehabilitation 
hospitals; 

f) Group F hospitals are hospitals for chronic pa- 
tients and having not fewer than 200 beds; 


g) Group G hospitals are hospitals for chronic 
patients and having fewer than 200 beds; 


h) Group H hospitals are psychiatric hospitals 
providing facilities for giving instruction to 
medical students of any university; 

i) Group | hospitals, being hospitals for the treat- 
ment of patients suffering from alcoholism and 
drug addiction; 


j) Group J hospitals, being hospitals designated 
by the Minister to provide special rehabilitation 
services for disabled persons in a region of 
Ontario specified by the Minister for each hos- 
pital; 

k) Group K hospitals, being separate organized 
facilities approved as such by the Minister to 
provide local diagnostic and treatment ser- 
vices in a community or district to handi- 
capped or disabled individuals requiring resto- 
rative and adjustive services in an integrated 
and co-ordinated program. 

1) Group L hospitals, being hospitals for the 
treatment of patients suffering from alcoholism 
and drug addiction and providing facilities for 
giving instruction to medical students of any 
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university as evidenced by a written agreement 
between the hospital and the university with 
which it is affiliated.

6 
GRANTS FOR HOSPITAL CONSTRUCTION 


For community hospitals and for non-teaching por- 
tions of university-affiliated teaching hospitals, the 
Province of Ontario accepts responsibility for two- 
thirds of the approved cost, which includes the 
cost of construction, professional fees and neces- 
sary basic equipment. Federal hospital construc- 
tion grants are no longer available to non-teaching 
hospitals. 


Part of the Provincial assistance is in the form of a 
grant and the remainder of the Province’s two-third 
share constitutes a loan. This loan is made at the 
rate of 3 percent per annum, with the hospital 
being required to pay towards the annual amortiza- 
tion cost three-eighths of the differential income on 
semi-private and private beds in the new accom- 
modation. This income is usually insufficient to 
meet the annual amortization cost and the Prov- 
ince absorbs the amount of any deficit. (O. Reg. 
61/77 and 727/70). 


In Ontario Regulation 725/70 regarding capital 
grants for teaching hospitals, the Province accepts 
responsibility for the approved cost of university 
hospitals and of teaching and research facilities 
forming part of a university-affiliated hospital. Part 
of the cost is recovered by the Province through 
the Health Resources Fund. 


In Ontario Regulation 724/70, the Province ac- 
cepts responsibility for the approved cost of a re- 
gional rehabilitation hospital, or that part of a hos- 
pital which provides special facilities for the medi- 
cal rehabilitation of patients. To qualify, the hospi- 
tal is expected to provide a wide range of special 
services and must be approved by the Minister as 
a regional rehabilitation centre before becoming 
eligible for grants on the basis of full cost. For 
rehabilitation facilities serving a local community or 
district (e.g. crippled children’s treatment centres) 
the grant amounts to two-thirds of the approved 
cost. (O. Reg. 407/71). 


7 
EXTRA GRANTS FOR NORTHERN ONTARIO 


Over and above the capital financing assistance 
amounting to two-thirds of the approved cost 
which applies to all community hospitals, the 
Province pays extra grants to hospitals in Northern 
Ontario as follows: 


The Minister may pay a special capital grant by 


way of provincial aid to a hospital located in a 
municipality with a population of not more than 
12,000 in a territorial district or a provisional 
county. 

a) in respect of a building project commenced 
before the 1st day of June 1974, in an amount 
not exceeding one-sixth of the approved cost 
as defined in O. Reg. 722/70 in respect of that 
part of a building project which has not been 
completed before the 1st day of June 1974, or 

b) in respect of a building project commenced on 
or after the 1st day of June 1974, in an amount 
not exceeding one-sixth of the approved cost 
as defined in O. Reg. 722/70. 

For public hospitals located in a municipality with a 
population of more than 12,000 in a territorial dis- 
trict or a provisional county, the special grant shall 
not exceed 

a) an amount equal to the total amount of all 
contributions other than grants made by Her 
Majesty in right of Canada and in right of On- 
tario, made to a building project; or 

b) in the case of, 


i) a Group B or C hospital, $500 for each 
bed or bed-unit, or 
ii) a Group E, F or G hospital, $250 for each 
bed or bed-unit, 
whichever is the lesser.

COMMUNITY SPONSORED HOUSING 


Assistance towards 


The construction and operation of low-cost rental 
housing for persons of low and moderate income. 


Eligible Recipients 


Non-profit housing corporations including those 
sponsored by municipalities. 


Conditions and Procedures 


The Ontario program is intended to complement 
sections 15.1 and 34.18 of the federal govern- 
ment’s National Housing Act which is operated 
through Central Mortgage and Housing Corpora- 
tion. 


Basis of Assistance 


1) Under the terms of section 15.1 (or 34.18 for 
co-operatives) CMHC provides up to $10,000 
in start-up funds to get a project under way. 

In addition, CMHC provides a 100 per cent 
mortgage to a non-profit corporation for the 
actual cost of an approved development. 

The loan is secured by a mortgage of up to 50 
years, presently at a maximum interest rate of 
10-% per cent, which is usually reduced 
through an interest reduction grant to an 
effective rate of eight per cent. 

Provincial funding will complement federal as- 
sistance. A rent reduction grant is provided on 
a sliding scale for up to 15 years to non-profit 
organizations which make units available to 
families and individuals who qualify for rent 
supplement.

COMMUNITY PLANNING STUDY GRANTS 


Assistance towards 
Planning studies for the preparation or update, as 
appropriate, of: 

1. Official Plans and Zoning By-laws 

2. Interim land Severance policies 

3. Secondary plans 


4. Strategy plans 
5. Special planning related studies. 


Eligible Recipients 


Principally Municipalities with populations of 
10,000 or less although any Municipality or unor- 
ganized Territory may enquire related to its spe- 
cific needs. 


Conditions and Procedures 
Priority will be given to: 

1. Small Municipalities with little or no planning 
resources for official plans and zoning bylaws, 
especially where these will replace existing 
Minister's zoning orders. 

2. Regional, County or district governments for 
interim land severance policies. 

3. The preparation of Secondary Plans where 
they are necessary. 

4. Updating municipal official plans or zoning by- 
laws to conform with regional official plans. 

5. Strategy plans in small municipalities outside 
defined planning areas with the endorsement 
of local Council, where one exists, before a 
comprehensive by-law is prepared and subject 
to OMB approval. 

6. Where deficiencies become apparent in exist- 
ing Official Plans for which special studies 
would be beneficial in correcting the situation. 
Other special planning studies will be consid- 
ered for grants if they provide an incentive to 
become involved in a formal planning pro- 
gram. (e.g. Planning Appraisals) 


Basis of Assistance 

Each application is reviewed on an_ individual 
basis. Upon approval, an advance payment of up 
to 50% of the grant may be made. Final payment is 
made on the completion of the study and its sub- 
mission for approval as required.

NEIGHBOURHOOD 
IMPROVEMENT PROGRAM 


Assistance towards 


a) Selecting the neighbourhood 

b) Developing a Neighbourhood Plan 

c) Acquiring or clearing land for the purpose of 
providing open space or community facilities 
in the designated neighbourhood. A municipal- 
ity cannot use Neighbourhood Improvement 
Program funds to be reimbursed for land 
which it already owns. 
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d) Acquiring or clearing land to be used for me- 
dium and low density housing for individuals 
or families of low and moderate income where: 

i) the property consists of residential build- 
ings that are beyond the stage of eco- 
nomic rehabilitation and will be cleared, 
or: 

ii) the existing land use is inconsistent with 
the general character of the area, or: 

iii) the property is adjacent to (i) or (ii) and is 
required to assemble a suitable site for the 
planned reuse of the land. 

€) Capital cost of construction or acquiring and 
improving social and recreation facilities within 
the designated neighbourhood. 

Operating costs for these facilities are not eligible 

for funding. Oversize facilities must be pro-rated to 

determine the eligible cost. 

f) Developing property maintenance and occu- 
pancy standards that will apply to the neigh- 
bourhood. Actual costs of enforcement are not 
eligible. 

g) Improving municipal and public utility services. 

h) Administrative and information costs of the 
program. 

i) Relocation expenses and compensation re- 
lated to the relocation of individuals or fami- 
lies. 

j) Acquiring or clearing land that may not be 
used for public open space or community fa- 
cilities or for medium and low density housing 
for low and moderate income people and 
where the land use is not consistent with the 
general character of the neighbourhood, less 
the market value of the land after it has been 
acquired and/or cleared. 


Eligible Recipients 
All municipalities. 


Conditions and Procedures 


1) Area to be rehabilitated must be mainly resi- 
dential primarily inhabited by low or moderate 
income people. 

2) Significant portion of housing stock must be in 
need of rehabilitation. 

3) Neighbourhood facilities deficient (e.g., play- 
grounds, community centres). 

4) Neighbourhood is potentially stable in terms of 
land uses and densities as reflected by exist- 
ing or contemplated official plans, zoning by- 
laws. 

5) The implementation stage can only begin after 
the neighbourhood improvement concept has 
been formulated and approved by the Province 
and CMHC. 


Basis of Assistance 
Up to 25% of cost of items listed above.

ONTARIO HOME 
RENEWAL PROGRAM (OHRP) 


Assistance towards 


OHRP provides per capita grants to municipalities 
to administer directly as loans to owner-occupants 
in that municipality whose adjusted annual family 
income is no greater than $12,500. The prime 
objective of these loans is the repair of faulty struc- 
tural and sanitary conditions and the upgrading of 
the plumbing, heating and electrical systems of the 
residences of the eligible owner-occupant to bring 
their housing up to municipal health and safety 
standards. 


The maximum amount of an OHRP loan to an ap- 
plication from the participating municipality shall 
not exceed $7,500, less any federal funding. The 
amount of interest charged on this loan will be 
determined by the annual family income of the ap- 
plicant; a portion of the loan may be “forgiven” 
and therefore need not be paid back, upon com- 
pletion of a designated number of years of continu- 
ous occupancy. 


Eligible Recipients 


a) All Ontario municipalities are eligible to receive 
OHRP funds if they have adopted and are en- 
forcing property maintenance and occupancy 
standards or are willing to implement building 
and/or health and safety standards to be used 
as guidelines in providing financial aid to prop- 
erty owners. 

b) Owner-occupants are eligible provided the an- 
nual “adjusted family income” of the owner- 
occupant does not exceed $12,500, and the 
house is below the standards referred to under 
(a) above. 


Conditions and Procedures 


Every municipality that receives a grant shall: 

a) ensure that loans made to supplement assist- 
ance received by owners from Federal funding 
shall not exceed 25 per cent of the annual 
grant made by the Minister under this Regula- 
tion to the municipality; 

b) ensure that there be taken in the name of the 
municipality as security for any loan, including 
the forgivable and repayable portions thereof, 
a lien as provided for by subsection 2 of sec- 
tion 2a of the Act and shall follow the proce- 
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dures set forth in subsections 2 and 3 or sec- 
tions 2a of the Act; 

c) establish a fund and deposit in the fund all 
monies received pursuant to this Regulation, 
all monies received in repayment of loans 
made under this Regulation, and all interest 
accruing thereon; and 

d) provide the Minister with whatever information, 
records of accounts he may require pertaining 
to any application, loan or any other matter 
provided for in this Regulation.

Assistance towards 


Facilitating the municipal financing for the develop- 
ment of serviced industrial land. 


Eligible Recipients 


Municipalities in Eastern and Northern Ontario 
which meet certain qualifying criteria. 


Basis of Assistance 


Assistance to qualifying municipalities will be pro- 
vided by the Government in the form of repayable 
loans. Where a municipality needs to purchase 
land for the development of an industrial park, the 
loan will cover 50% of the acquisition and servicing 
costs. In the case of a municipality owning suffi- 
cient land but needing to service it, the loan will 
provide 75% of the cost of servicing. To facilitate 
the financing during the early years of the develop- 
ment, the interest on the Government loan will be 
forgiven entirely for the first year, 75% during the 
second year, 50% during the third year and 25% 
during the fourth. In the fifth year, full interest pay- 
ments will apply. Further, principal payments will 
be deferred throughout the first five years with a 
payments schedule commencing in the sixth year.

4) If the purpose of the park is the development 
of a natural beach for recreation, then over- 
night camping facilities and entrances control- 
ling admission do not need to be provided and 
no entrance fees need be charged.

Up to 50% of the total cost of acquisition and de- 
velopment or to a maximum of $100,000 in respect 
of any one park. (Grant towards land acquisition 
not to exceed $25,000.) Grant may be paid on ei- 
ther beach development park, Camping park, or a 
combination of both.

CONSERVATION AREAS

4) The deadline for the initial allotment of posi- 
tions is April 1st each year. 

5) Records and working papers used in compil- 
ing data used on final claim for reimbursement 
must be retained so costs may be verified. 


Basis of Assistance 


80% of student's weekly salary, to a maximum of 
$125 per student per week, for a period of 20 
weeks. 
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After application has been approved an advance 
payment of 80% of the estimated reimbursable pay- 
roll costs as shown on the application will be pro- 
cessed to the municipality.

Assistance towards 


The recovery of municipal and school tax credits 
or refunds granted in respect to real property 
owned or occupied by persons 65 years of age or 
over.

Conditions and Procedures 


The procedures for claiming provincial reimburse- 
ment for the credits and refunds allowed are set 
out in detail in a Memorandum obtainable from the 
Ministry of Treasury, Economics and Intergovern- 
mental Affairs. 


In summary the municipality or school board, after 
formally adopting the provisions of the Act and 
upon granting tax credits or refunds, is required to 
arrange for the registration of the Province’s inter- 
est by Notice of Lien against the property in re- 
spect of which a tax credit or refund has been 
allowed. 


The municipal treasurer is then required to com- 
plete a ‘‘Record of Tax Credits Allowed” (copies 
obtainable from the Ministry) which includes a 
claim for reimbursement. In due course this form, 
together with such other documents as a ‘‘Sum- 
mary of Tax Credits Allowed’, a certified copy of 
the Notice of Lien and a ‘Certificate of Allowance”’ 
must be submitted to the Ministry. 


Basis of Assistance 


Reimbursement by the Province of 100% of the 

amount of credits and refunds allowed each year, 

provided that 

a) no credit or refund exceeds the lesser of $150 
or one-half of the municipal and school taxes 
imposed in respect of the eligible property, 

b) no credit or refund is allowed to any person in 
respect of more than one such property in any 
one year.

ll. RESOURCE EQUALIZATION GRANT 


Assistance towards municipalities with relatively 
low local resource bases to provide some of the 
finances required to upgrade local servicing.

The Resource Equalization Grant provides to each 
lower-tier municipality whose equalized assess- 
ment for 1976 is below $10,650 per capita, an 
amount based on the proportion that 60 per cent 
of such deficiency of equalized assessment per 
capita bears to $10,650 as applied to the net levy 
of the lower-tier municipality. The maximum grant 
rate is 25 per cent of the 1976 net general dollar 
levy. 

Net general dollar levy for the purposes of the REG 
means the combined lower and upper-tier munici- 
pality 1976 tax requirements, adjusted for changes 
in surplus position and excluding school boards. 
An example of how the REG formula works is pro- 
vided below:

(d) Under The District Welfare Administration 
Boards Act, where a board is established for a 
district, any contribution payable by the Prov- 
ince for welfare services to a municipality in 
the district is paid instead to the board. 


Basis of Assistance 


General assistance is provided to meet expendi- 
tures for food, clothing, personal requirements, 
utilities, household supplies, shelter and fuel. 


The assistance granted to needy persons by a mu- 
nicipality, district board or approved Indian Band is 
based on the excess of the recipient's budgetary 
requirements over his income and the amounts 
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granted are determined by references to the ta- 
bles, limitations and requirements of the Regula- 
tions (referenced below). 


Provincial reimbursement is 80% of the amounts of 
general assistance paid. However, if, over a period 
of six months, the average number of persons re- 
ceiving assistance equals or is in excess of 6% of 
the population of the municipality or Indian re- 
serve, as the case may be, the contribution of the 
Province is increased to 90% in respect of the 
number of persons receiving assistance in excess 
of 5% of the population. 


Provision is also made for reimbursement by the 
Province of 100% of the assistance granted to ap- 
plicants deemed not to have been resident of any 
organized municipality in Ontario for a period of 12 
consecutive months, prior to application for assist- 
ance. In this case, the Ministry of Community and 
Social Services must be notified within sixty days 
of the first payment being made to the recipient.

“Municipality” means a City, Town, Village or Township, and 
includes an Area Municipality, whether in a Metropolitan, 
Regional, or District Municipality. While excluded in the Act, 
specific authority may be given in a Metropolitan Regional Dis- 
trict Municipality Act for coverage for the purposes of the Act. 


Providing that the Centre has been approved 


through the Ministry and the continuing program is 
satisfactory to the Director, the Province may make 
grants for maintenance and operation of the 
centre. 


Basis of Assistance 


Operating grants to centres shall be 50% of the net 
monthly expenditure by the municipality, deter- 
mined in accordance with the regulations, to a ceil- 
ing of $15,000.00 a year whichever is the lesser. 


Special Grants 


An amount of up to $15,000.00 in any one calendar 
year may be made to a municipality in respect of 
an approved innovative program or services for 
elderly persons in an approved centre. 


NOTE: 


“Where non-Municipal and non-profit Corporations establish and 
operate elderly persons centres, Provincial grants in aid for both 
capital and operating are conditional on prior payments of at 
least 20% from the Municipality in which the centre is located or 
that Municipality together with one or more contiguous Municipal- 
ities.”

EQUALITY OF EDUCATION OPPORTUNITY AND 
EQUALIZATION OF THE MILL RATE BURDEN— 
PROVINCIAL GRANTS TO SCHOOL BOARDS FOR 
1978 


Background 


The variable percentage grant plan in effect from 
1969 to 1977 was designed to incorporate the con- 
cept of local responsibility and equality of educa- 
tion opportunity. It addressed the issue of local 
responsibility by introducing block grants, whereby 
financial resources were allocated to local school 
jurisdictions which in turn established priorities 
and utilized these funds on the basis of their own 
policies and program delivery systems. 


It addressed the issue of equality of education op- 
portunity by introducing equalization grants. The 
basic philosophy of the variable percentage grant 
plan is that the financial burden of each school 
board jurisdiction should be directly related to its 
level of expenditure and second that all jurisdic- 
tions, irrespective of local wealth, should have an 
identical mill rate for a comparable level of expend- 
iture. For example, if a school board with an ex- 
penditure of $1,000 per pupil and a mill rate on its 
equalized property assessment of 6 mills increased 
its expenditure to $1,250 per pupil, its rate would 
be 7.5 mills—an increase of 25% in each case. 
Second, all school boards with an expenditure of 
$1,000 per pupil would have a rate of 6 mills on 
their equalized property assessment. This equaliza- 
tion was brought about by paying different rates of 
grant to individual school boards—a school board 
with a low property assessment base would receive 
a higher rate of Provincial support to compensate 
for its limited ability to raise revenues locally, and a 
school board with a high property assessment 
base would receive a lower rate of Provincial sup- 
port as it could raise a substantial amount of local 
revenues with the same mill rate. The rate of grant 
for each school board was calculated through the 
following formula: 


Board Equalized Property 


400 - 1x Assessment Per Pupil 


Provincial Average Equalized 
Property Assessment Per Pupil 


X is a value such that if it is subtracted from 100 it 
provides the rate of support for a board with an 
average equalized property assessment per pupil. 
For example, if it is decided that 60% Provincial 
support should be provided to a board with an 
average equalized assessment per pupil, X would 
be 40. 


A board with one-half the average equalized prop- 
erty assessment per pupil (the ratio of the board 
equalized assessment per pupil to the Provincial 
average equalized assessment per pupil would be 
.5), would have a rate of support of 80% if X was 
40. 


A board with twice the average equalized property 
assessment per pupil (the ratio of the board equal- 
ized assessment per pupil to the Provincial aver- 
age equalized assessment per pupil would be 2), 
would have a rate of support of 20% if X was 40. 


MILL RATE EQUALIZATION PLAN FOR 1978 


The grant plan for 1978 continues on the basis of 
equalization and equality of education opportunity. 
The new plan, referred to as the Mill Rate Equaliza- 
tion Plan, is based upon the principle of equal yield 
for equal effort, that is all school boards with the 
same mill rate (effort) on their equalized property 
assessment will have the same financial revenues 
per pupil (yield) through a combination of local 
property tax revenues and Provincial grants. 


For 1978, instead of the variable percentage grant 
plan with different rates of Provincial support, all 
boards will have the same equalized mill rate for 
the same level of recognized ordinary expenditure 
per pupil, with the Provincial grants being the dif- 
ference between the yield of the equalized mill rate 
and the board’s recognized ordinary expenditure. 
The maximum ordinary expenditure per elementary 
school pupil which will be recognized for grant 
purposes for 1978 is $1,299 (grant ceiling). Table | 
demonstrates the equalized mill rate concept. 


All three boards have the same equalized mill rate 
(7.986) as they have the same recognized ordinary 
expenditure per pupil ($1,299). An examination of 
Boards A and B demonstrates that boards have the 
same equalized mill rate for the same level of rec- 
ognized ordinary expenditure per pupil irrespective 
of the enrolment of the board. Boards A and B 
have the same level of equalized assessment 
($60,000,000) and the same expenditure per pupil 
($1,299). Board B has twice the enrolment of 
Board A and therefore twice the recognized ordi- 
nary expenditure of Board A; however, the equal- 
ized mill rate is the same for both boards with the 
difference between the yield of the equalized mill 
rate and the recognized ordinary expenditure 
being the level of Provincial grant— $2,118,840 for 
Board B compared with $819,840 for Board A. 


Boards B and C demonstrate that boards have the 
same equalized mill rate for the same level of rec- 
ognized ordinary expenditure per pupil irrespective 
of the equalized assessment of the board. Boards 
B and C have the same enrolment (2,000 pupils),

recognized ordinary expenditure per pupil ($1,299), 
and recognized ordinary expenditure ($2,598,000). 
Board C has three times the equalized assessment 
of Board B, therefore, the yield of the Board B 
equalized mill rate is less than that for Board C and 
the Provincial grant is greater to ensure that both 
boards have the same revenue per pupil through a 
combination of local property tax revenues and 
Provincial grants. 


The equalized mill rate referred to above (7.986) is 
for a recognized ordinary expenditure of $1,299 
per pupil. The mill rate is proportionately lower for 
a Public or Separate school board with a recog- 
nized ordinary expenditure of less than $1,299 per 
pupil. For example, if a board has a recognized 
expenditure of $1,234 per pupil, 5 per cent below 
the grant ceiling of $1,299 per pupil, the board’s 
equalized mill rate will be 7.587 mills—5 per cent 
less than the 7.986 mills referred to above. 


For a secondary school board, the comparable fig- 
ures for 1978 are $1,841 per pupil and 6.119 mills. 
The maximum ordinary expenditure per secondary 
school pupil which will be recognized for grant 
purposes for 1978 is $1,841 (grant ceiling) and all 
boards will have an equalized mill rate of 6.119 
mills for a recognized ordinary expenditure of 
$1,841 per pupil.

In addition to the General provisions described 
above, the Mill Rate Equalization Plan has special 
provisions for: 


(1) Grant Weighting Factors; and 
(2) French Language Instruction 


Grant Weighting Factors 


Variations in the need for education services, and 
in the cost of providing comparable education ser- 
vices are recognized through the grant weighting 
factors in order to achieve a greater degree of 
equality of education opportunity for all pupils in 
Ontario. School boards that must provide addi- 
tional education services and/or experience higher 
costs in providing comparable education services 
have their recognized ordinary expenditure in- 
creased through Grant Weighting Factors to reflect 
such programs and services without imposing an 
additional financial burden on the local ratepayers. 
This principle is demonstrated in Table Il. 


Board A has a grant weighting factor of 1.05 that 
reflects an additional need for education programs 
and services. This results in Board A having a 
higher recognized ordinary expenditure ($1,- 
363,950 for Board A compared with $1,299,000 for

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Board B); however, both boards have the same 
equalized mill rate (7.986). The yield of the equal- 
ized mill rate is the same for both boards as they 
have the same level of equalized assessment, and 
the Provincial grant for Board A is greater than 
that for Board B to reflect the higher level of rec- 
ognized ordinary expenditure. 


The grant weighting factors reflect a school 
board’s need for special education, compensatory 
education, language programs for New Canadians, 
and technical and vocational education; regional 
differences in the price of goods and services; the 
additional cost of maintaining a highly experienced 
and qualified teaching staff; and diseconomies 
experienced by small school boards and small 
schools in both instructional and administrative 
areas. 


1. Special Education: 
To recognize the additional cost of providing 
special education programs and services—ad- 
ditional cost being the difference between the 
actual cost of providing special education and 
the per pupil grant ceilings. 

2. Compensatory Education: 
To provide additional financial resources to 
school boards that have an above average 
need to provide compensatory services—ser- 
vices for the socially and economically disad- 
vantaged. 


3. Language of Instruction For New Canadians: 
To provide additional financial resources to 
school boards that have an above average 
need to provide language training for New Ca- 
nadians. 

4. French-English Composite: 

To reflect the additional cost of operating 
small French-English composite schools—ad- 
ditional cost being the result of the inefficien- 
cies of operating ‘“‘two composite schools” 
with a low enrolment base. 

5. Technical: 

To recognize the higher cost of providing 
technical and vocational education programs

where boards provide an above average level 
of such programs—higher cost being the re- 
sult of relatively small classes in shop oriented 
courses. 


6. Goods and Services: 
To provide additional financial resources to 
school boards in Northern Ontario to reflect 
the higher cost of goods and services in the 
North.

To reflect the higher school board admin- 
istrative costs per pupil experienced in the 
operation of a school board with a low 
enrolment. 
Small Schools 
To reflect the higher school office admin- 
istration and instructional costs experi- 
enced in the operation of small isolated 
schools.

French Language Instruction 


French as a First Language (Programs for French- 
Language Students) 


Additional financial resources are made available 
to school boards in recognition of the higher costs 
of providing programs for French-language stu- 
dents. The additional amounts recognized for grant 
purposes are designed to recognize the extra di- 
rect and indirect costs of providing programs for 
French-language students. Direct costs include 
costs related to translation services, the higher 
cost of French-language textbooks and learning 
materials, curriculum development activities, and 
additional supervisory personnel, co-ordinators, 
consultants, librarians and support services per-

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sonnel. Indirect costs include costs related to 
school administration, plant operation and mainte- 
nance, and the inefficiencies that result from oper- 
ating a school system with both French-Language 
and English-Language schools. 


The additional amounts recognized for grant pur- 
poses for French as a First Language enable 
school boards to have a higher level of expendi- 
ture without imposing an additional financial bur- 
den on the local ratepayers—school boards are 
fully reimbursed to the amounts recognized for

grant purposes. This principle is demonstrated in 
Table Ill. 


Board A has an additional $100,000 recognized for 
grant purposes for French as a First Language. 
Board A has the same mill rate as Board B (7.986), 
and the Provincial grant for Board A is $100,000 
higher than the Provincial grant for Board B to 
ensure that all ratepayers have the same financial 
burden even though there is a higher cost of oper- 
ating a school system with both French-language 
and English-language schools.

Additional amounts are recognized for grant pur- 
poses for French programs for English-language 
students—core programs (20 to 40 minutes per 
day), extended programs, and immersion pro- 
grams. In accordance with the general provisions 
of the Mill Rate Equalization Plan, all school 
boards have the same mill rate on their equalized 
assessment for the same level of French as a Sec- 
ond Language. 


For 1978, Public or Separate School boards will 
have an equalized mill rate of .183 mills per $50

per pupil) The Provincial grant for French as a 
Second Language is the difference between the 
amount recognized for grant purposes rate. The 
mill rates, .183 equalized mills per $50 per elemen- 
tary pupil and .088 equalized mills per $50 per 
secondary pupil, require a lower level of contribu- 
tion for the local property taxpayer than the mill 
rates under the general provisions of the Mill Rate 
Equalization Plan. The mill rates are somewhat 
lower to encourage school boards to extend their 
level of services in French as a Second Language. 
Table IV demonstrates the calculation of the grants 
for French as a Second Language. 
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Boards A and B are identical except for the provi- 
sion of French as a Second Language. They have 
the same equalized mill rate (7.986) and Provincial 
grant on their recognized ordinary expenditure 
($819,840). Board A has an additional equalized 
mill rate of .183 mills to reflect the portion of the 
amount recognized for French as a Second Lan- 
guage that has to be raised locally. The .183 equal- 
ized mill produces a local property tax revenue of 
$10,980 and the Provincial grant for French as a 
Second Language is $39,020—the difference be- 
tween amount recognized for French as a Second 
Language ($50,000) and the local property tax rev- 
enue ($10,980). Board B has an additional equal- 
ized mill rate of .366 mills as it has an expenditure 
per pupil for French as a Second Language that is 
twice the level of that for Board A. 


Recognized Extraordinary Expenditure 


The preceding sections have described the levels 
of Provincial support on ordinry expenditure. In 
Ontario, expenditure is categorized as either ordi- 
nary expenditure or extraordinary expenditure. 
Debt charges, capital expenditure and pupil trans- 
portation are classified as extraordinary expendi-

ture—all other categories of expenditure are classi- 
fied as ordinary expenditure. Debt charges, capital 
expenditure and pupil transportation are classified 
as extraordinary expenditure as the incidence of 
such expenditure is not common to all school 
boards. The level of extraordinary expenditure will 
vary according to the circumstances affecting a 
school board such as a large amount of outstand- 
ing debt charges, a greater need to undertake cap- 
ital projects, or a need for more extensive pupil 
transportation services. 


Recognized extraordinary expenditure is the por- 
tion of extraordinary expenditure that is approved 
for grant purposes. The approvals for extraordinary 
expenditure are set independently for each board 
and are designed to meet the cost of an efficient 
operation. The transportation approval mechanism 
is based upon the number and size of vehicles, the 
number of miles the vehicles travel, and the occu- 
pancy ratio of the vehicles (the relationship be- 
tween the seating capacity and pupils transported). 
The capital projects approval mechanism is based 
upon eligible spaces, pupil loadings, and accom- 
modation unit values adjusted to reflect the geo- 
graphical cost zones in the Province.

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Under the Mill Rate Equalization Plan for 1978, an 
approach similar to that taken for recognized ordi- 
nary expenditure has been taken with respect to 
recognized extraordinary expenditure. The equal- 
ized mill rates for recognized extraordinary ex- 
penditure are:

The equalized mill rates on recognized extraordi- 
nary expenditure are lower than those on recog- 
nized ordinary expenditure in order to reduce the 
mill rate burden on a school board that has a high 
level of recognized extraordinary expenditure. 
There are two equalized mill rates on recognized 
extraordinary expenditure—one equalized mill rate 
on the first level, and a lower equalized mill rate on 
the second level. The lower equalized mill rate on 
the second level of recognized extraordinary ex- 
penditure is to provide a further reduction in the 
mill rate burden for school boards that have above 
average levels of recognized extraordinary expend- 
iture. 


The equalized mill rate on the second level of rec- 
ognized extraordinary expenditure (.073 mills ele- 
mentary and .035 mills secondary) applies to trans- 
portation and debt charges in excess of $187 per 
elementary pupil and $194 per secondary pupil 
(the Provincial averages). The equalized mill rate 
on the first level of recognized extraordinary ex- 
penditure (.366 mills elementary and .176 mills sec- 
ondary) applies to all other recognized extraordi- 
nary expenditure. The Provincial grants for recog- 
nized extraordinary expenditure are the difference 
between the equalized mill rates and the recog- 
nized extraordinary expenditure. Table V demon- 
strates the calculation of the Provincial grants on 
recognized extraordinary expenditure. 


The following summary of grants and subsidies is 
based on policies in effect at date of writing. The 
Ministry of the Environment advises that these 
items are currently under review and that they 
should be contacted for current information by 
users of this booklet.

(c) The grant is subject to approval at the time of 
application. 

(d) A public hearing must be held by the Environ- 

mental Assessment Board. 

An agreement must be executed between the 

municipalities and the Ministry of the Environ- 

ment.

Construction, alteration, renovation or extension of 
water supply and sewage disposal facilities oper- 
ated by a municipality or on behalf of an Area 
municipality or any local board thereof. 


Eligible Recipients 


Any municipality which has had maior restructuring 
—including Metropolitan Toronto; Regional Munici- 
palities; District Municipality of Muskoka, Cities of 
Thunder Bay and Timmins, and restructured coun- 
ties. 


Conditions and Procedures 
a) Applications for assistance must be accompa- 
nied by the following: 


i) reference to the Ministry’s preliminary Cer-

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ii) a preliminary estimate of the cost of. the 
works including design and supervision 
fees and other expenditures 

iii) an estimate of the date on which con- 
struction is likely to start and to be com- 
pleted. 

b) Only costs incurred for works put in place or 
paid for after April 1, 1974 are eligible. 

c) Following approval of the application the mu- 
nicipality will be informed in writing of the 
value of the grant to be paid. 

d) Interim and final payments are made upon 
submission of proof of the completion of con- 
struction.

a) Essentially all or the majority of the existing 
built-up areas must be served.

c) The proposed works and expenditures must be 
approved by the Minister of the Environment. 


Basis of Assistance 


The amount of assistance is to be calculated as a 
percentage of the capital cost of the facilities. The 
maximum percentage available is 75%. The per- 
centage of subsidy to be made available is deter- 
mined on certain standards which take into ac- 
count lot sizes, population, servicing cost, and 
other factors, in an attempt to keep the annual 
typical home charges at or about $110 and $130 
for water and sewage services respectively.

Assistance towards 


Expenditures in operating a twenty-four hour daily 
ambulance service.

ASSISTANCE TO HOSPITALS 
CLASSIFICATION OF HOSPITALS 


Hospitals are classified as general hospitals, con- 
valescent hospitals, hospitals for chronic patients, 
active treatment teaching psychiatric hospitals, ac- 
tive treatment hospitals for alcoholism and drug 
addiction and rehabilitation hospitals, graded as 
follows: 

a) Group A hospitals are general hospitals pro- 
viding facilities for giving instruction to medical 
students of any university; 

b) Group B hospitals are general hospitals having 
not fewer than 100 beds;

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Group C hospitals are general hospitals having 
fewer than 100 beds; 


d) Group D hospitals are general hospitals oper- 
ated by the Ontario Division of the Canadian 
Red Cross Society; 


e) Group E hospitals are general rehabilitation 
hospitals; 

f) Group F hospitals are hospitals for chronic pa- 
tients and having not fewer than 200 beds; 


g) Group G hospitals are hospitals for chronic 
patients and having fewer than 200 beds; 


h) Group H hospitals are psychiatric hospitals 
providing facilities for giving instruction to 
medical students of any university; 

i) Group | hospitals are hospitals for the treat- 
ment of patients suffering from alcoholism and 
drug addiction; 

j) Group J hospitals are hospitals designated by 
the Minister to provide special rehabilitation 
services for disabled persons in a region of 
Ontario specified by the Minister for each hos- 
pital; 

k) Group K hospitals are separate organized fa- 
cilities approved as such by the Minister to 
provide local diagnostic and treatment ser- 
vices in a community or district to handi- 
capped or disabled individuals requiring resto- 
rative and adjustice services in an integrated 
and co-ordinated program. 


1) Group L hospitals are hospitals for the treat- 
ment of patients suffering from alcoholism and 
drug addiction and providing facilities for giv- 
ing instruction to medical students of any uni- 
versity as evidenced by a written agreement 
between the hospital and the university with 
which it is affiliated.

6 
GRANTS FOR HOSPITAL CONSTRUCTION 


For community hospitals and for non-teaching por- 
tions of university-affiliated teaching hospitals, the 
Province of Ontario accepts responsibility for two- 
thirds of the approved cost, which includes the 
cost of construction, professional fees and neces- 
sary basic equipment. Federal hospital construc- 
tion grants are no longer available to non-teaching 
hospitals. 


Provincial assistance is now in the form of a grant, 
whereas it used to consist of part loan and part 
grant. New regulations are currently being pre- 
pared to reflect this change in Provincial proce- 
dures and should take effect in the early part of 
fiscal year 1978/79. 


In Ontario Regulation 725/70 regarding capital 
grants for teaching hospitals, the Province accepts 
responsibility for the approved cost of university 
hospitals and of teaching and research facilities 
forming part of a university-affiliated hospital. Part 
of the cost is recovered by the Province through 
the Health Resources Fund. 

In Ontario Regulation 724/70, the Province ac- 
cepts responsibility for the approved cost of a re- 
gional rehabilitation hospital, or that part of a hos- 
pital which provides special facilities for the medi- 
cal rehabilitation of patients. To qualify, the hospi- 
tal is expected to provide a wide range of special 
services and must be approved by the Minister as 
a regional rehabilitation centre before becoming 
eligible for grants on the basis of full cost. For 
rehabilitation facilities serving a local community or 
district (e.g. crippled children’s treatment centres) 
the grant amounts to two-thirds of the approved 
cost. (O. Reg. 407/71).

EXTRA GRANTS FOR NORTHERN ONTARIO 


Over and above the capital financing assistance 
amounting to two-thirds of the approved cost 
which is available to all community hospitals, the 
Province pays extra grants to hospitals in Northern 
Ontario. 


The Minister may pay a special capital grant by 
way of Provincial aid to a hospital located in a 
municipality with a population of not more than 
12,000 in a territorial district or a provisional 
county, in an amount not exceeding one-sixth of 
the approved cost.

1) Under the terms of section 15.1 (or 34.18 for 
co-operatives) C.M.H.C provides up to $10,000 
in start-up funds to get a project under way. 

In addition, C.M.H.C provides a 100 per cent 
mortgage to a non-profit corporation for the 
actual cost of an approved development. 

The loan is secured by a mortgage of up to 50 
years, presently at a maximum interest rate of 
10-% per cent, which is usually reduced 
through an interest reduction grant to an 
effective rate of eight per cent. 

2) Provincial funding will complement federal as- 
sistance. A rent reduction grant is provided on 
a sliding scale for up to 15 years to non-profit 
organizations which make units available to 
families and individuals who qualify for rent 
supplement.

ONTARIO HOME 
RENEWAL PROGRAM (OHRP) 


Assistance towards 
OHRP provides per capita grants to municipalities 
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to administer directly as loans to owner-occupants 
in that municipality whose adjusted annual family 
income is no greater than $12,500. The prime 
objective of these loans is the repair of faulty struc- 
tural and sanitary conditions and the upgrading of 
the plumbing, heating and electrical systems of the 
residences of the eligible owner-occupant to bring 
their housing up to municipal health and safety 
standards. 


The maximum amount of an OHRP loan to an ap- 
plication from the participating municipality shall 
not exceed $7,500, less any federal funding. The 
amount of interest charged on this loan will be 
determined by the annual family income of the ap- 
plicant; a portion of the loan may be “‘forgiven”’ 
and therefore need not be paid back, upon com- 
pletion of a designated number of years of continu- 
ous occupancy. 


Eligible Recipients 


a) All Ontario municipalities are eligible to receive 
OHRP funds if they have adopted and are en- 
forcing property maintenance and occupancy 
standards or are willing to implement building 
and/or health and safety standards to be used 
as guidelines in providing financial aid to prop- 
erty owners. 

b) Owner-occupants are eligible provided the an- 
nual “adjusted family income’ of the owner- 
occupant does not exceed $12,500, and the 
house is below the standards referred to under 
(a) above. 


Conditions and Procedures 


Every municipality that receives a grant shall: 


a) ensure that loans made to supplement assist- 
ance received by owners from Federal funding 
shall not exceed 25 per cent of the annual 
grant made by the Minister under this Regula- 
tion to the municipality; 


ensure that there be taken in the name of the 
municipality as security for any loan, including 
the forgivable and repayable portions thereof, 
a lien as provided for by subsection 2 of sec- 
tion 2a of the Act and shall follow the proce- 
dures set forth in subsections 2 and 3 or sec- 
tions 2a of the Act. 


c) establish a fund and deposit in the fund all 
monies received pursuant to this Regulation, 
all monies received in repayment of loans 
made under this Regulation, and all interest 
accruing thereon; and 


d) provide the Minister with whatever information 
records of accounts he may require pertaining 
to any application, loan or any other matter 
provided for in this Regulation.

INDUSTRIAL PARKS PROGRAM 


Assistance towards 


Facilitating the municipal financing for the develop- 
ment of serviced industrial land. 


Eligible Recipients 


Municipalities in Eastern and Northern Ontario 
which meet certain qualifying criteria. 


Basis of Assistance 


Assistance to qualifying municipalities will be pro- 
vided by the Government in the form of repayable 
loans. Where a municipality needs to purchase 
land for the development of an industrial park, the 
loan will cover 50% of the acquisition and servicing 
costs. In the case of a municipality owning suffi- 
cient land but needing to service it, the loan will 
provide 75% of the cost of servicing. To facilitate 
the financing during the early years of the develop- 
ment, the interest on the Government loan will be 
forgiven entirely for the first year, 75% during the 
second year, 50% during the third year and 25% 
during the fourth. In the fifth year, full interest pay- 
ments will apply. Further, principal payments will 
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be deferred throughout the first five years with a 
payments schedule commencing in the sixth year.

ll. RESOURCE EQUALIZATION GRANT 


Assistance towards municipalities with relatively 
low local resource bases to provide some of the 
finances required to upgrade local servicing.

of the lower-tier municipality. The maximum grant 
rate is 25 per cent of the 1977 net general dollar 
levy.

4) The amount to be borrowed from the Corpora- 
tion on an undertaking may not exceed that 
portion of the cost authorized by the Ontario 
Municipal Board to be debentured and that 
has not been so financed by the proceeds of a 
sale of debentures. 

5) Term of the loan in years is as determined by 
the municipality, but may not exceed the term 
approved by the Ontario Municipal Board.

Provincial reimbursement is 80% of the amounts 
of general assistance paid. However, if, over a 
period of six months, the average number of per- 
sons receiving assistance equals or is in excess of 
6% of the population of the municipality or Indian 
reserve, as the case may be, the contribution of 
the Province is increased to 90% in respect of the 
number of persons receiving assistance in excess 
of 5% of the population. 


Provision is also made for reimbursement by the 
Province of 100% of the assistance granted to ap- 
plicants deemed not to have been resident of any 
organized municipality in Ontario for a period of 12 
consecutive months, prior to application for 
assistance. In this case, the Ministry of Communi- 
ty and Social Services must be notified within six- 
ty days of the first payment being made to the reci- 
pient.

Operating grants to centres shall be 50% of the 
net monthly expenditure by the municipality, 
determined in accordance with the regulations, to 
a ceiling of $15,000.00 a year whichever is the 
lesser. 


Special Grants 


An amount of up to $15,000.00 in any one calendar 
year may be made to a municipality in respect of 
an approved innovative program or services for 
elderly persons in an approved centre.

GRANTS TO SCHOOL BOARDS 1979 


Under Ontario Regulation 108/79, the following 
grants are payable to school boards. In the case of 
divisional boards of education, the grants are 
calculated separately for the elementary schools 
and the secondary schools. 


1 
ORDINARY OPERATING EXPENDITURE GRANTS 


The grant payable is the excess of the recognized 
portion of the school board expenditure over the 
yield of acalculated mill rate in the dollar upon the 
equalized assessment supporting the board. 


The recognized ordinary expenditure is the lesser 
of the actual cost and the product of $1,409 in the 
case of an elementary school pupil or $1,983 in the 
case of a secondary school pupil, a weighting fac- 
tor that is determined by the Ministry for the 
school board, and the average daily enrolment of 
pupils of the board in day school, summer school 
and (subject to a maximum) in continuing educa- 
tion. 


Commencing September 1979, the cost of continu- 
ing education instruction of heritage language and 
the in-class portion of driver education is recogniz- 
ed at arate of $20. per classroom hour. 


The average daily enrolment of pupils for a board 
is determined in accordance with Ontario Regula- 
tion 863/76. For day school this is determined as 
30% of the enrolment on each of the last school 
days of January and April, and 40% of the enrol- 
ment on the last school day of September. For 
summer school and evening classes it is determin- 
ed as the full-time equivalent in terms of instruc- 
tional time. 


The average daily enrolment for purposes of grant 
calculation is increased in the case of trainable 
mentally retarded pupils by 70% and in the case of 
grades 9 and 10 pupils in elementary schools by 
12.5%. 


The weighting factors address the variations 
among school boards in the need for education 
services and in the cost of providing comparable 
education services. The factor components are:

Compensatory Education 
Language Instruction 
French-English Composite Schools 
Technical Programs 
Cost of Goods and Services 
Small Schoo! Boards 
Small Schools 
Teacher Experience and Qualifications 
The mill rate used to determine the local portion of 


the recognized expenditure is calculated in the 
following manner:

2 
EXTRAORDINARY EXPENDITURE GRANTS 


Extraordinary Expenditure pertains to the types of 
expenditure that for reasons related to the nature 
or development of the jurisdiction served, differ in 
terms of per pupil costs among school boards. 
These are costs in respect of the acquisition of 
facilities and for the transportation of pupils. 


The portions of these expenditures recognized for 
grant assistance are determined by specific ap- 
provals. 


The recognized expenditure is divided into two 
groups — 
a) specific debt charges and pupil transportation 
expenditure that is in excess of $200 per day 
school pupil of average daily enrolment, and 


b) the remainder. 


The grant in respect of each group is the excess of 
the recognized expenditure over the yield of a 
calculated mill rate in the dollar upon the equaliz- 
ed assessment supporting the school board. 


The mill rates used to determine the local portion 
of the recognized expenditure are: 

a) .069 for elementary schools or .034 for secon- 
dary schools for each $100. of per pupil 
recognized expenditure. 

b) .344 for elementary schools or .168 for secon- 
dary schools for each $100. of per pupil 
recognized expenditure. 


3 
FRENCH-LANGUAGE INSTRUCTION GRANTS 


The recognized expenditure for grant assistance 
is: 

a) For French-language schools or classes $150. 
per elementary school pupil, $45. per subject 
credit for grades 9 and 10 secondary school 
pupils, $50. per subject credit for grades 11 to 
13 secondary school pupils and $225. per 
trainable mentally retarded pupil. In addition 
there is recognition for some Start-up costs 
where French-language classrooms are 
established. 


b) For French-language instruction for non 
French speaking pupils the recognized expen- 
diture is determined by formulae that takes in- 
to account the number of pupils instructed, 
their grade level, the time devoted to instruc- 
tion each day and the total accumulated hours 
of French-language instruction. The amounts 
range from $50. to $150. per pupil at elemen- 
tary schools and from $20. to $75. per subject 
credit for a secondary school pupil. 


The grant payable is: 


a) For French-language schools or classes, 
100% of the recognized expenditure. 


b) For French-language instruction for non 
French speaking pupils, the excess of the 
recognized expenditure over the yield of a 
calculated mill rate in the dollar upon the 
equalized assessment supporting the board. 
The mill rates are .172 for elementary schools 
or .084 for secondary schools for each $50. of 
per pupil recognized expenditure. 


4 
COMMUNITY SCHOOL DEVELOPMENT GRANTS 


Where a school board has obtained Ministry ap- 
proval of a proposal for a community school 
development project, a grant is payable in the 
amount of the expenditure on the project up toa 
maximum of $10,000. for each approved project. 


5 
SPECIAL DEBENTURE ASSISTANCE 


Debt charges on debentures issued by a school 
board prior to 1974 that were not approved for 
grant assistance at the time of issue are now eligi- 
ble for grant to the extent that such expenditure 
for the year exceeds: 


a) In the case of debentures issued prior to 1970, 
the yield of .3 mills for elementary schools or 
./ mills for secondary schools in the dollar 
upon the equalized assessment for the board. 

b) In the case of debentures issued by a school 
board in 1970, through 1973, the yield of .6 
mills in the dollar upon the equalized assess- 
ment for the board. 
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6 
COST OF EDUCATION REIMBURSEMENT 


Where a school board provides education for: 


a) a pupil who resides in Ontario in an area that 
is not within the jurisdiction of aschool board, 
is not Federal Crown Land or is not an Indian 
Reserve; 


b) a pupil who is resident in, admitted to or de- 
tained in certain specified facilities, institu- 
tions or homes; or 

c) apupil who is a ward of a Children’s Aid Socie- 
ty, 

a grant is payable to reimburse the board the 
cost of education for the pupil. 


The amount of reimbursement is the same as 
is permitted for inter-board billing of tuition 
fees. This is calculated in accordance with 
Ontario Regulation 110/70. 


7 
GRANTS FOR SPECIAL EDUCATION PROGRAMS 
IN INSTITUTIONS OR HOSPITALS 


Where a school board employs a teacher to pro- 
vide a special education program in certain 
specified facilities, institutions or hospitals, sub- 
ject to approval, a grant is payable to reimburse 
the board for the cost of the teacher’s salary, 
related employee benefit costs plus a $1,350. 
allowance for administrative costs etc; and for the 
cost of classroom furniture and equipment up toa 
maximum of $3,300.

GRANTS FOR PROFESSIONAL DEVELOPMENT 
OF TEACHERS IN FRENCH-LANGUAGE 
SCHOOLS OR CLASSES, STUDENT TRAVEL AND 
EXCHANGE AND CULTURAL ACTIVITIES 


Grants are payable to reimburse school boards for 
approved expenditure that pertains to: 


a) the cost of having teachers of French 
language schools or classes attend approved 
winter courses or full-time study or con- 
ferences, seminars and workshops to improve 
their qualifications; 

b) the cost of programs of student travel, student 
exchange visits and cultural activities in 
French-language schools, and 

c) the salaries and related employee benefit cost 
of employees on loan to the Ministry to be 
engaged in providing services to French- 
language schools and classes.

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Water & Sewage Service 


The programs of the Ministry of the Environment 
are mainly directed towards assisting the con- 
struction of communal water and sanitary sewage 
works and the repair or renewal of private water 
and sewage systems. The number of projects 
assisted annually is limited by funds available. 
Projects are selected for award of grants by means 
of an MBR assessment system. 


1 
15% GRANTS FOR MAJOR WORKS 


Any municipality can apply for a grant towards the 
capital cost of major components of communal 
water and sewage works. 


This includes for water supply: intakes, treatment 
and storage facilities and trunk feedermains; for 
sewerage: treatment facilities, outfall and trunk 
sanitary sewers and associated pumping stations. 


Priority is given to: 


a) works to service an area encompassing more 
than one municipality; 


b) works providing for an increased supply of 
serviced lots in growth areas. 


Grants are equal to 15% of capital cost after 
deduction of federal or other grants. 


Payment is made following contract award 
calculated on contract price, less 10% holdback. 


2 
GRANTS AND LOANS TO SMALL 
MUNICIPALITIES FOR HIGH COST PROJECTS 


Small municipalities of population less than 7,500 
can apply for grants to assist the construction of 
new communal water and sewage works to service 
existing communities. Local distribution and col- 
lection works as well as major components are 
eligible. 


Other conditions include: 


a) Substantially all the built up areas must be 
serviced; 


b) Where buildings have means of access to the 
service, municipalities must require that a 
connection be made, in accordance with Sec- 
tion 362a of The Municipal Act. 


Priority is given to projects according to their con- 
tribution to health and environmental benefits and 
the servicing of urban growth. 


Grants are calculated after deduction of federal or 
other grants. The assistance enables municipal 
costs to be limited to $1,100 and $1,400 per con- 
nection, for water and Sewage service respective- 
ly, subject to amaximum of 75% of the net project 
cost. 


Payment is made through quarterly advances 
against projected expenditures less 10% 
holdback. Final payment is made against audited 
final costs. 


Loans up to a 30 year term at a preferred interest 
rate may be made available to municipalities lack- 
ing access to commercial funds. 


3 
GRANTS FOR THE REPAIR OR RENEWAL OF 
PRIVATE WATER AND SEWAGE SYSTEMS 


This grant is for the benefit of small communities 
currently serviced by private systems, where 
health and environmental problems exist. Typical- 
ly, the area considered would have insufficient 
potential for growth to require acommunal system 
in the future. 


Other conditions include: 


a) grants will be made towards the cost of repair 
or renewal of systems serving homes that are 
principal residence in defined problem area: 

b) grants may be considered for costs 
associated with systems for other dwellings, 
commercial buildings and small industries 
only when located in the defined problem 
area; 

Cc) where a request is accepted, the Ministry will 
retain a consulting engineer to prepare a 
report to identify the problems and propose 
alternative solutions; 


d) subject to the availability of funds, grants may 
extend over a two year period. 


Priority is given to projects according to their con- 
tribution to health and environmental benefits. 


Grants are equal to: 
a) 100% of the cost of the report; 


b) 75% of the costs of implementing the solu- 
tion recommended in the approved report. 


The amount of the grant will be committed over 
the period of construction. 


4 
COMMUNITY SERVICES CONTRIBUTION 
FROGRAM (CSCP) 


From January, 1979, in place of the CMHC 
Municipal Infrastructure program which is now ter- 
minated, the Federal Government will assist the 
construction of municipal water and sewage 
works through a new Community Services Con- 
tribution Program. The Ministry of the Environ- 
ment will administer the scheme, coordinated with 
its own programs of funding. 


CSCP assistance will take the form of grants and 
the former CMHC loans will be discontinued; 
otherwise CMHC rules for award of assistance will 
be generally followed. 


Eligible for grants: major components of new or 
expanded sewage works; for water supply and 
trunk storm sewer projects, only the portion serv- 
ing new residential development; for smaller 
municipalities (population not exceeding 5,000) a 
portion of the local sewage collection works may 
qualify. 


Funding: 


One-sixth of eligible project costs; an increased 
grant may be made for sewage works projects with 
high costs per capita (as determined by the 
Ministry in accordance with the former CMHC 
high cost formula). Grants may also be made to 
cover not more than one-half the cost of the 
preparation of a Regional Sewerage/Water plan. 


Schedule of payments: 


Payment will be made in the year following the 
Start of construction of approved projects.

AMBULANCE SERVICES 


Assistance towards 


Expenditures in operating a twenty-four hour daily 
ambulance service. 


Eligible Recipients 


1) Municipalities — includes metropolitan, 
regional or district municipalities but not area 
municipalities thereof. 

2) Local Boards of Health. 

3) Public Hospitals. 

4) Licensed private and volunteer operators. 


Conditions and Procedures 


1) There must be a need for ambulance services 
in the area of proposed operation. 


2) Ambulance services, once in operation, must 
be available on a twenty-four-hour daily basis. 
3) Services must conform to the operational 
policy and procedures of the Ministry as well 
as to The Ambulance Act and its regulations. 


An annual operating budget must be submitted to 
the Ministry for approval in accordance with set 
procedures and deadlines. Amendments to an ap- 
proved budget may be presented for consideration 
during the course of the operating year. 


Every municipality, etc., must provide the Minister, 
within 90 days of the end of a fiscal year, with a 
financial statement of its ambulance operations 
during that year. 


Basis of Assistance 
Up to 100% of costs as approved by the Minister.

BOARDS OF HEALTH 


Assistance towards 

The expenses of the local Boards of Health incur- 
red in the process of providing full-time public 
health services in accordance with The Public 
Health Act and its regulations. 


Eligible Recipients 
Local Boards of Health. 


Conditions and Procedures 


1) Each local Board must submit an annual 
budget to the Minister at the start of each 
operating year. 

2) Not later than February 1, each Board must 
submit to the Minister a financial statement 
covering the preceding year’s activities. 

3) Payments to a Board may be reduced by: 

a) 40% where the office of the Medical Of- 
ficer of Health (M.O.H.) remains vacant for 
12 months; 

b) 50% where the office of the M.O.H. re- 
mains vacant for 24 months. 


Basis of Assistance 


A. Provincial support for the approved general 
expenses of a Board is based on the following 
structure: 

1) 33 1/3% of the expenses of the Board of a 
Municipality; 

2) 50% of the expenses of the Board of a Health 
Unit; 

3) 75% of expenses of the Board of a District 
Health Unit. 


This assistance is flowed to each Board in twelve 
roughly equal monthly payments; adjustments to 
the total aid flowed are made as necessary at 
year’s end, upon receipt by the Ministry of the re- 
quired financial statement from each board. 


B. Separate Provincial assistance is available to 
Boards for the following programs: 

1) Home Care — 100% of costs approved by the 
Minister; 

2) Family Planning — 100% of costs approved 
by the Minister; 


3) Venereal Disease Control — cf. 4 VENEREAL 
DISEASE CLINIC; 


4) Immunization — provision of free vaccines 
and biologicals. 


C. A Board which assumes the responsibilities 


for the public health services of an unorganiz- 
ed territory receives an Unorganized Ter- 
ritories Grant which is intended to cover the 
full costs of services undertaken there.

Basis of Assistance 


2/3 of the approved costs of the building project, 
where “approved costs” means that portion of the 
actual cost of the building project approved by the 
Minister, including:

b) necessary basic equipment and furnishings, 
and the installation thereof; 
c) land survey and soil tests, and necessary pav- 
ing and sodding but not landscaping, gardens 
or decorations. 


Conditions and Procedures 


1) Application for grants, accompanied by 
preliminary sketch plans in triplicate, must be 
made to the Minister and approved prior to the 
issuing of tenders or the commencement of 
work. 

2) The applicant must undertake not to mort- 


gage, sell, dispose of, alter physically or func- 


tionally the facility without the approval of the 
Minister. 

3) The grant is paid in the following portions as 
construction approaches completion: 
20% when the contract for the project is sign- 
ed; 
10% for each 1/8 of the work completed, with 
final payment upon the completion of the pro- 
ject to the satisfaction of the Minister.

a) A physician must submit an account of all 
eligible services performed by him under the 
direction of a Board’s M.O.H., to the municipal 
treasurer within three months of the rendering 
of those services. 


b) 1) Each physician’s statement of accounts 
should equal the amount that would be 
payable for the medical services as in- 
sured health services under The Health In- 
surance Act. 


2) The cost of drugs used for treatment 
should also be reported. 


c) The treasurer must forward all such accounts 
to the Minister within three months of receiv- 
ing them. 


Basis of Assistance 


1) 75% of the amount that would be payable for 
the medical services as insured health ser- 
vices under The Health Insurance Act, 1972. 


2) 100% of the costs of approved drugs.

ASSISTANCE TO HOSPITALS 
CLASSIFICATION OF HOSPITALS 


Hospitals are classified as general hospitals, con- 
valescent hospitals, hospitals for chronic pa- 
tients, active treatment teaching psychiatric 
hospitals, active treatment hospitals for 
alcoholism and drug addiction and rehabilitation 
hospitals, graded as follows: 

a) Group A hospitals are general hospitals pro- 
viding facilities for giving instruction to 
medical students of any university; 

b) Group B hospitals are general hospitals hav- 
ing not fewer than 100 beds; 

c) Group C hospitals are general hospitals hav- 
ing fewer than 100 beds; 

d) Group D hospitals are general hospitals 
operated by the Ontario Division of the Cana- 
dian Red Cross Society; 

e) Group E hospitals are general rehabilitation 
hospitals; 
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f) Group F hospitals are hospitals for chronic pa- 
tients and having not fewer than 200 beds;

h) Group H hospitals are psychiatric hospitals 
providing facilities for giving instruction to 
medical students for any university; 

i) Group | hospitals are hospitals for the treat- 

ment of patients suffering from alcoholism 

and drug addiction; 

Group J hospitals are hospitals designated by 

the Minister to provide special rehabilitation 

services for disabled persons in a region of 

Ontario specified by the Minister for each 

hospital; 

k) Group K hospitals are separate organized 
facilities approved as such by the Minister to 
provide local diagnostic and treatment ser- 
vices in a community or district to handicap- 
ped or disabled individuals requiring 
restorative and adjustive services in an in- 
tegrated and co-ordinated program; 

1) Group L hospitals, are hospitals for the treat- 
ment of patients suffering from alcoholism 
and drug addiction and providing facilities for 
giving instruction to medical students of any 
university as evidenced by a written agree- 
ment between the hospital and the university 
with which it is affiliated.

CAPITAL GRANTS FOR HOSPITAL 
CONSTRUCTION AND RENOVATIONS 


Under Ontario Regulation 210/79 the Province of 
Ontario accepts responsibility for either 2/3rds or 
5/6ths of the approved cost of constructing or 
renovating community hospitals. Approved costs 
include the cost of construction or renovation, 
professional fees and necessary basic equipment. 


The 5/6th of approved costs refers to hospitals 
located in a municipality with a population of not 
more than 12,000 in a territorial district or a provi- 
sional county. 


Under Ontario Regulation 725/70 regarding capital 
grants for teaching hospitals the Province accepts 
responsibility for the approved capital cost of 
University Hospitals and of teaching and research 
facilities forming part of the University affiliated 
hospital. 


Under Ontario Regulation 724/70 the Province ac- 
cepts responsibility for the approved capital cost 
of a Regional Rehabilitation hospital or that part of 
a hospital which provides special facilities for 
medical rehabilitation of patients. To qualify the 
hospital is expected to provide a wide range of 
special services and must be approved by the 


Minister as a Regional Rehabilitation Centre 
before becoming eligible for grants on the basis of 
full cost. For rehabilitation facilities serving a 
local community or district (e.g. Crippled 
Children’s Treatment Centres) the grant amounts 
to 2/3rds of the approved cost. 


7 
EXTRA GRANTS FOR NORTHERN ONTARIO 


Over and above the capital financing assistance 
amounting to two-thirds of approved costs which 
is available to all community hospitals, the Pro- 
vince pays extra grants to hospitals in Northern 
Ontario. 


The Minister may pay a special capital grant by 
way of Provincial aid to a hospital located in a 
municipality with a population of not more than 
12,000 in a territorial district or a provisional coun- 
ty, in an amount not exceeding one-sixth of the ap- 
proved cost.

ONTARIO HOME RENEWAL PROGRAM (OHRP) 


Assistance towards 


OHRP provides per capita grants to municipalities 
to administer directly as loans to owner-occupants 
in that municipality whose adjusted annual family 
income is no greater than $12,500. The prime ob- 
jective of these loans is the repair of faulty struc- 
tural and sanitary conditions and the upgrading of 
the plumbing, heating and electrical systems of 
the residences of the eligible owner-occupani to 
bring their housing up to municipal health and 
safety standards. 


The maximum amount of an OHRP loan to an ap- 
plicant within the participating municipality shall 
not exceed $7,500 less any federal funding. The 
amount of interest charged on this loan will be 
determined by the annual family income of the ap- 
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plicant; a portion of the loan may be “forgiven” 
and therefore need not be paid back, upon comple- 
tion of a designated number of years of con- 
tinuous occupancy. 


Eligible Recipients 


a) All Ontario municipalities are eligible to 
receive OHRP funds if they have adopted and 
are enforcing property maintenance and oc- 
cupancy standards or are willing to implement 
building and/or health and safety standards to 
be used as guidelines in providing financial 
aid to property owners. 

b) Owner-occupants are eligible provided the an- 
nual “adjusted family income”’ of the owner- 
occupant does not exceed $12,500, and the 
house is below the standards referred to 
under (a) above. 


Conditions and Procedures 
Every municipality that receives a grant shall: 


a) ensure that loans made to supplement 
assistance received by owners from federal 
funding shall not exceed 25 per cent of the an- 
nual grant made by the Minister under this 
Regulation to the municipality. 

ensure that there be taken in the name of the 
municipality as security for any loan, in- 
cluding the forgivable and repayable portions 
thereof, a lien as provided for by subsection 2 
of section 2a of the Act and shall follow the 
procedures set forth in subsections 2 and 3 or 
sections 2a of the Act. 


establish a fund and deposit in the fund all 
monies received pursuant to this Regulation, 
all monies received in repayment of loans 
made under this Regulation, and all interest 
accruing thereon; and 


provide the Minister with whatever informa- 
tion records of accounts he may require per- 
taining to any application, loan or any other 
matter provided for in this Regulation.

NEIGHBOURHOOD IMPROVEMENT PROGRAM 


Assistance towards 


The Province has allocated a portion of the funds 
it will receive under the Community Services Con- 
tribution Program (C.S.C.P.) to municipalities fora 
Neighbourhood Improvement Program.

For the First Program Year, the date 
for submission is March 1, 1979; and Second Pro- 
gram Year, December 15, 1979.

MUNICIPAL AND SCHOOL TAX CREDITS 


Assistance towards 


The recovery of municipal and school tax credits 
or refunds granted in respect to real property own- 
ed and occupied by persons 65 years of age or 
over.

The municipal treasurer is then required to com- 
plete a “Record of Tax Credits Allowed” (copies 
obtainable from the Ministry) which includes a 
claim for reimbursement. In due course this form, 
together with such other documents as a “Sum- 
mary of Tax Credits Allowed”, a certified copy of 
the Notice of Lien and a ‘Certificate of 
Allowance” must be submitted to the Ministry.

Reimbursement by the Province of 100% of the 
amount of credits and refunds allowed each year, 
provided that 


a) no credit or refund exceeds the lesser of $150 
or one-half of the municipal and school taxes 
imposed in respect of the eligible property,

The individual property owner makes application 
to the municipality for aloan.

75% of the cost of the eligible items of con- 
struction of the connecting link route in- 
cluding roadways or additional widths of road- 
ways necessary to permit the proper inter- 
change of traffic with the connecting link.

Il. RESOURCE EQUALIZATION GRANT 


Assistance towards municipalities with relatively 
low local resource bases to provide some of the 
finances required to upgrade local servicing. 


Eligible Recipients

Conditions and Procedures 


The Resource Equalization Grant provides to each 
lower-tier municipality whose equalized assess- 
ment for 1978 is below $10,800 per capita, an 
amount based on the proportion that 60 per cent of 
such deficiency of equalized assessment per 
capita bears to $10,800 as applied to the net levy of 
the lower-tier municipality. The maximum grant 
rate is 25 per cent of the 1978 net general dollar 
levy. 


Net general dollar levy for the purposes of the REG 
means the combined lower and _ upper-tier 
municipality 1978 tax requirement, and excludes 
taxation in respect of school boards.

Ill. SUPPORT GRANTS

4) The amount to be borrowed from the Corpora- 
tion on an undertaking may not exceed that 
portion of the cost authorized by the Ontario 
Municipal Board to be debentured and that 
has not been so financed by the proceeds of a 
sale of debentures. 

5) Term of the loan in years is as determined by 
the municipality, but may not exceed the term 
approved by the Ontario Municipal Board. 


Rates of Interest 


1) The corporation intends, wherever possible, to 
purchase debentures at par. 

2) For a municipality having population under 
20,000, rate of interest will be comparable to 
that being paid by larger Ontario 
municipalities. 

3) For municipalities of over 20,000 the Corpora- 
tion is a “lender of last resort” for the pur- 
poses listed in (2) of Conditions and Pro- 
cedures. The rate, therefore, will be somewhat 
higher than that being paid by larger Ontario 
municipalities with good credit rating.
